Now I am not a fire expert and nei- 
ther is John, but having watched many 
a training video on YouTube regarding 
some of the fires John brought up, to 
put "his article" in context, I came to 
this conclusion. Watching videos where 
firefighters died, it was clear that many 
of the firefighters themselves did not 
follow established procedures.

Let it blow over and then go in to 
fight it. John needs to watch this video 
tinyurl.com/indians-fire-entrapment 
before he insinuates Rich Harvey was 
maybe "just lucky."

The Waldo Canyon Fire could not have 
come at a worse time for the Pantry 
Restaurant in Green Mountain Falls. 

"I'll make a farming analogy," says 
Pantry co-owner Nan Stephens. "You 
work hard, you tend your fields and you 
get your harvest in, and that's what you 
have to live on all year. And that's exactly 
how it is for us." 

The fire hit right at the beginning of the 
restaurant's busiest and most profitable 
period, from mid-June to mid-August. So 
suddenly, a 60-year-old institution that 
Stephens and her husband, Ben, believe 
to be the biggest employer in little Green 
Mountain Falls, is taking a beating. 

Says Nan, who's helped run the place 
for 12 years: "We don't want to lose the 
Pantry on our shift." 

There are plenty of others who don't 
want to lose it, either. 

One is Ted Newman, a guitarist who 
played with Johnny Cash, Carl Perkins 
and John Denver. He's traveled to Colo- 
rado for the past seven summers to play 
at the restaurant, "and we're in danger 
of losing him for the summer," Nan says, 
"'cause the business is so low. The whole 
summer might crash." 

With that, she echoes the fears shared 
by many in tourist-reliant businesses in 
the Pikes Peak region. 

We've highlighted a handful more in 
similar situations starting on p. 19, but 
even taken together, they comprise a very 
small sample. 

"Everybody's being affected," Nan 
says. "The restaurants, the gift shops, the 
campgrounds, the vacation rentals. It's a 
pretty big financial impact."

Water the forest 



I spent eight months in a small city 
called Abqaiq, in Saudi Arabia. Abqa- 
iq is a city of about 30,000 people 
in the middle of the desert. And the 
Saudi desert is not a lush desert like 
we have in Arizona. I'm talking pure, 
dry sand here. 

Yet to the west of Abqaiq is a nice 
forest. Judging from maps.google.com, 
it is almost 3 miles long and about 600 
feet across. Go to the site, you can see 
it yourself. 

When I asked the people of Abqaiq 
about this forest, they told me that 
they planted the trees and then 
sprayed their sewage water into the 
desert to create this forest as a barrier 
to the sandstorms that come mostly 
from the west. 

Surrounding our towns and cities 
we have forests, but they are some- 
times very dry and just waiting for a 
spark to ignite them. Now the Saudis 
have no land use for the forest except 
as a sandbreak so they use minimal 
treatment for their sewage water. 
Our forests are enjoyed by all and 
we don't want to spray dirty sewage 
water on them. 

But the same concept could be used. 
Our towns and cities could heavily 
treat the sewage water and, instead of 
spraying the water, we could run it to 
the forest in a series of shallow pipe- 
lines that leak it into the soil. When

5 Don't judge victims too quickly 



Colorado fire forces 32,000 from their homes ... Thousands flee Colo- 
rado Springs wildfire ... More than 30,000 evacuated in Colorado fire. 
Such were the headlines that screamed at readers throughout the coun- 
try. Whether you got your news from the New York Times, Huffington Post 
or Facebook, you knew what to expect after the headline. 

There were interviews with terrified residents, crying children clinging 
to their parents, and disturbing videos showing flames leaping into the sky 
as refugees fled the Waldo Canyon Fire in cars to an unknown future. 

One narrative was missing: Hurricane Katrina's sad tale of hastily impro- 
vised shelters, where thousands of suddenly homeless folks sought refuge. 

Of the 32,000 evacuees, all but a tiny fraction found shelter with friends, 
with relatives or at hotels. This quick and efficient dispersal owes much to 
our city's collective character, and even more to the convergent technolo- 
gies of social media and smartphones. 

My experience was typical. We hosted our friend Cindi and her teacup 
Chihuahua, evacuated from Moun- 
tain Shadows. (Side note: How can a 
4-pound Chihuahua adapt to sharing 
quarters with a 100-pound Chesapeake 
Bay Retriever? Just yap fearlessly and 
make the big dog move over!) A day 
later, areas close to our house were on 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ pre-evac. No problem — relatives in 

Denver volunteered to take all of us. 
There's another factor in play, though. Most evacuees had cars, liquid 
assets and local roots. They didn't have to rely upon public resources. 

You'd think the community would applaud them for their self-reliant 
thrift, but that hasn't been universally true. Speaking of the most visible 
fire victims, who lost their homes and possessions, one woman expressed 
the sentiments that many apparently share but are reluctant to express. 

"Why are we raising money for rich people?" she asked. "I'm sorry for 
them, they lost their houses and all their stuff, but it's not as if they can't 
buy more stuff and build a new house. They're insured! Those houses were 
worth a half-million at least." 

OK, let's be clear. We're not raising money for rich people. We're raising 
money for organizations such as Care and Share Food Bank for Southern 
Colorado, the Pikes Peak Red Cross, the Humane Society of the Pikes 
Peak Region and other nonprofits that must be ready to mobilize resources 
in an emergency. We're raising money to help those who may be in need, 
regardless of their previous circumstances. We're raising money so that 
we'll be prepared for the next emergency, the next flood, the next fire. 

And who are these rich people that we shouldn't be bailing out? Are they 
really so rich? 

In 1981, fleeing the crime and chaos of Miami, I moved back to Colorado 
Springs, my hometown. We had two small children, modest savings and 
no jobs. We rented a home in Rockrimmon, found employment, and were 
able to buy a house on the same cul de sac a year later. We paid $130,000, 
putting $10,000 down and assuming a loan for the balance. It was idyllic — 
affordable, quiet, safe and convenient. Dogs and kids ran free, the elementa- 
ry school was across the street, and our neighbors were amiable and unpre- 
tentious. Among them: two real estate brokers, an engineer, a contractor, a 
public school teacher, and a symphony violinist. No one was rich. 

Mountain Shadows, first developed in the early 1980s, catered to the 
same market. Like Rockrimmon, it was a family-friendly suburb in the 
foothills. It appealed to young professionals, especially those employed in 
the nascent high-tech corridor along Garden of the Gods Road. 

Today it's a settled, aging community. Many who lost their homes had 
lived in them since the 1980s. Some are retired, living on fixed incomes. 
Others have bounced from job to job, saved what they could, and refi- 
nanced their homes to make ends meet. With luck, they've put away 
enough to finance a modest retirement. 

I know that some are struggling. They're grateful for community sup- 
port, but would neither demand nor accept a handout. They'll rebuild, 
downsize, rent or move in with their kids — but they don't want charity. 

They're not rich. They only want what any of us would want, to wake up 
one morning and find that it was just a bad dream. 

It wasn't — and only memory remains. Et in Arcadia ego.

Rising from the ruin 

The Waldo Canyon Fire put the Pikes Peak region back in the world's headlines. 
But locally, it also heightened a sense of community that may not make it into 
the New York Times.

How did the Waldo Canyon Fire affect your view of Colorado 
Springs? I'm disappointed in the ideological hostility to public land, 
public employees, public unions — to public anything — on the part 
of our local leaders, but I'm proud of the way our public employees 
showed up every day, putting in long hours in difficult, dangerous situ- 
ations. 

Is there an aspect of the fire that didn't get the attention it deserves? These 
fires are another warning about global warming, but the editorialists of our local 
[daily] paper deny any such thing, even with 10 percent of the state on fire. 
What was the biggest consequence of the Waldo Canyon Fire for you? I ride [a 
bicycle] and work out every day, but the smoke got too thick to do that. It was 
hard even to sleep.

Given the events of the past two weeks, would you live in a wooded 
area now? Live wherever you like, but be aware of the risks. 
What's the next big story to come from the fire? How the rebuilding 
process shakes out for people who lost their homes. 
What impacted you most about the fire? We live in a pre-evacuation 
area, so we had to gather stuff up and think about how to get out 
quickly. My first thing in our take-it-with-us pile was my skis. 
Is there anything about the fire that wasn't adequately covered? If anything, 
it was over-covered. The media was all over it to the exclusion of everything else. 

Kristen Shumaker of Cheyenne Canon is a student and dog-walker 

Did the Waldo Canyon Fire affect your overall view of Colorado 
Springs? The way the community took in animals and donated food 
to the workers made me like Colorado Springs even more. It made me 
hyper-aware, though, of how vulnerable you are, living in an area sus- 
ceptible to wildfire. 

What's been the biggest consequence of the fire for you, personally? 

We're making more sure that our property is mitigated of foliage and anything that 
can fuel afire. 

Name something good that came of this. The kindness and sense of community it 
brought out in us. There are a lot of people who care. This may be an even better 
place now.

Two health-care questions 

There are two great mysteries about the Supreme Court's ruling on the 
Affordable Care Act that befuddle commentators. First, why was Chief 
Justice John G. Roberts Jr. the crucial fifth vote upholding the require- 
ment that individuals buy health insurance? And what will be the impact of 
declaring unconstitutional the penalty for states that decide not to expand 
their Medicaid programs to everyone who earns less than 133 percent of 
the income defined as the poverty level? 

Other considerations may have motivated Roberts, like not wanting his 
court to be tarred with another very controversial, politicized decision, but 
we should not overlook the role his health might have played. 

Roberts has a pre-existing condition but is just 57, thus not eligible for 
Medicare. Remember his unexplained seizure soon after he became chief 
justice? He is the only justice with a pre-existing condition who is not eli- 
gible for Medicare. If he did not have employer-provided insurance, he would 
be denied coverage at almost any price. Maybe his precarious status made 
Roberts more sensitive to the need for the Affordable Care Act requiring 
insurance be available to all with pre-existing conditions. 

In a 7-to-2 decision, with Justices Elena Kagan and 

Stephen G. Breyer joining the five conservatives, the 
court ruled that the new provisions giving coverage to all 
Americans under 133 percent of the poverty level consti- 
tuted not an expansion but a new Medicaid program. The 
court viewed this Medicaid provision as coercion, a gun 
to the head forcing states to acquiesce. 

How are states likely to respond? For ideological rea- 
sons some states, like Texas or Florida, may decide not 
to expand their Medicaid programs. But for most states, 
the Medicaid expansion is simply too good a deal to 
^^^^^^^^^h pass up. 

Under the act, the federal government will be extremely 
generous in helping states pay for Medicaid expansion. Between 2014 and 
2016 the federal government will pay 100 percent of the Medicaid expansion; 
in 2017 the federal government will cover 95 percent of the expansion. That 
will slowly decline to 90 percent by 2020 and remain there. 

Many states may save money by expanding Medicaid. How? According 
to a September 2009 report by the Council of Economic Advisers, states 
currently pay for the uninsured in two ways. 

First, the hidden cost shift. Insurance premiums are higher for state 
workers (and for others whose employers cover them) because of the unin- 
sured. Second, many states pay for uncompensated care at hospitals and 
clinics. While states may have to pay 10 percent of the Medicaid expansion 
in 2020, they will save money from eliminating the cost shift and uncom- 
pensated care. 

The report estimated California would pay about $195 million for 
expanding Medicaid when the federal government paid 90 percent in 2020, 
but would save more than $210 million in reduced state employee premi- 
ums and more than $2 billion in uncompensated care, for a net savings of 
more than $2 billion. Similarly, Wyoming would save about $1 million, 
and Montana about $9 million. Thus, if they acted rationally, most states 
should go along with the Medicaid expansion. 

If states don't go along with it, some Americans who make less than 100 
percent of the federal poverty line ($11,170 for individuals and $23,050 for 
families of four in 2012) will not be eligible for subsidies to buy insurance 
in the exchanges and yet will not be eligible for Medicaid. Exactly how 
many Americans might be denied access will depend on how many states 
refuse to expand Medicaid and how many uninsured residents they have. 

In 2019, Texas could have more than 2 million people who would go 
into an expanded Medicaid, bringing the state's total on Medicaid to 6 mil- 
lion. Thus, if Texas refuses to expand Medicaid, some of those 2 million 
people will lack health insurance. 

Overall, this is a great day for the American health-care system. Millions 
will have access to affordable care. And it removes significant uncertainty about 
how the system will evolve, allowing everyone — physicians, hospitals, insur- 
ers, governments, and others — to focus on improving our health-care system.

Accepting the people problem 

This week, too few of the world's environmental and human rights 
organizations are observing World Population Day. In 1987, as Earth's 
population passed the 5 billion mark, the United Nations declared July 11 
as World Population Day. 

In the 24 years since, we've added another 2 billion people. The U.N.'s 
latest mid-range scenario has us passing through 10 billion by the end of 
this century. 

We've been adding a billion to the planet about every 12 years, but the 
U.N. expects fertility rates to decline such that it will take nearly 80 years to 
add the next 3 billion. This scenario also has us hitting peak population just 
after 2100. Some feel this means population growth is no longer a concern. 

I'm as worried about population growth today as I 

was when I decided 20 years ago to stop at two children. 
Why? According to data from the Global Footprint Net- 
work, published in the World Wildlife Fund's Living 
Planet Report, the current 7 billion of us are living like 
there's no tomorrow. We're pushing other species off the 
planet at a record rate, draining the world's major rivers 
and pumping aquifers dry, liquidating fertile soils, toxify- 
ing our land and waters, and heating up our climate. 

We're doing this while half the world's population lives 
a lifestyle we'd consider impoverished. We'd like all the 
people on the planet to have an opportunity to live like 
we do. 

Unfortunately, that's just not possible. The scientists 
crunching the data tell us it would take five Earths to 
support all 7 billion of us living like North Americans. Even if we could 
pull this off for a day or a week, it's not sustainable and we'd very quickly 
destroy the life-support systems upon which we depend. 

So it's a sticky wicket at 7 billion, and the problem is amplified if we 
go to 10. The good news is we don't have to follow that U.N. scenario. It's 
not inevitable. It is physically possible for population to peak at 8 billion or 
even fewer. Families the world over can begin today making wise decisions 
about family size. 
What is keeping us from doing this? 

First, there's the assumption that continued population growth is inevi- 
table; that it would take decades to change that steep upward trajectory. We 
can get over this hurdle. It just takes a little information. Growth can stop 
nine months from now if it's enough of a priority. 

Second is our fear of addressing the issue. The "population taboo" has 
many forms. We think it's an inalienable right to reproduce as many off- 
spring as we wish. It's none of our business to suggest someone else limit 
family size. It's become politically incorrect to use the word "overpopula- 
tion." "Population dynamics" has replaced "population growth." "Repro- 
ductive health" is mentioned instead of "contraception." We see it at the 
U.N. and in statements from environmental and human-rights groups. This 
PC approach to the topic pervades most of our media. 

This is a tough beast to tame, but I'm going to suggest the George Carlin 
approach. Let's get over our goody-two-shoes fear of the truth. Stop beat- 
ing around the bush. 

Use the words. Our planet is overpopulated. Population growth is not 
good for our children. It would be in their best interest for us to conceive 
fewer of them. You can say it. It's the compassionate, loving, humanitarian 
thing to say. 

Third is our culture's addiction to growth. Our cities, states and nations 
compete to have the fastest growth. We pursue population growth because 
we connect it with economic growth, which is of course the Holy Grail 
(and a subject for another day). It's difficult to have a sustainable world in 
which all of the geopolitical units are pursuing growth. Of course we need 
to expose this mythology for what it is, and progress to more enlightened, 
sustainable prosperity strategies. 

Lastly, we have the ultra-conservative attack on funding of family plan- 
ning. I'll say it: access to contraception. As more and more people come to 
understand that limiting family size is critical, compassionate and respon- 
sible, I think we can prevail. It starts with having frank dialogue about it.

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Sitting in front of her TV set and computer more than 850 miles away, 
Lauren Hug spent endless hours, day after day, watching the Waldo 
Canyon Fire with emotions and perspective that others couldn't comprehend. 

The 35-year-old attorney and mother of two young kids (7 and 4) might 
have been in Austin, Texas, but her heart already was in Colorado Springs. 

Already, because Lauren and her husband, Andrew Hug, have been 
packing all their belongings to move their family here. Not just to our city, 
either. To a home on Wilson Road, in the Mountain Shadows neighbor- 
hood. Maybe. 

"It's been so hard, watching it all," Lauren says by phone, her voice 
choking at times. "We wanted to be there, not just to see the fire, but to 
help in the disaster recovery, volunteering at shelters, whatever we could 
do. It's just so heartbreaking that this could happen to such a cool city and 
a beautiful place, with such a lasting impact." 

Here's their story: Lauren has lived in Austin since age 12. Andrew grew 
up in Dallas. Both went to law school, settled in Austin, and have done 
well. But every summer they loved vacationing in Colorado, until a realiza- 
tion struck them two years ago. 

"We were heading back once again to 107-degree weather in Texas, and 
we just said, 'Why are we going back, if we love it here so much?' So we 
started the process of getting licensed to practice law in Colorado." 
They looked at Denver and Fort Collins, but this city grabbed them. 

"Colorado Springs fits everything we 

wanted," Lauren says. "We like the way 
it's laid out, and it has the best things of 
a bigger city as well as a smaller town. 
Actually it reminds us of Austin in 1990, 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^h when it was smaller with fewer problems. 

And Denver isn't far away." 
Last October, in Denver for a seminar as part of joining the Colorado 
Bar Association, the Hugs spent a day checking out the Springs. They 
wound up at an open house in Mountain Shadows, and as Lauren recalls, 
"We stood in the kitchen and said, 'We love this house.'" But they weren't 
ready to leave Texas just yet. 

By spring, the price had come down, so they made an offer, and on May 
26 it was accepted. They would have their dream house beside the moun- 
tains, moving in July. Then, just before the appraisal on the house, the fire 
ignited. Three days later, it attacked Mountain Shadows. 

"The lines of where the fire went seemed to go through our driveway," 
Lauren says, "so we didn't know." 

Soon came good and bad news. The house on Wilson Road survived, but 
others nearby didn't, and that left the appraisal and property value in seri- 
ous doubt for lending purposes. So the deal might not go through. 

But the Hugs couldn't wait. They wanted to be here. So last weekend 
they rented a truck, filled it with their stuff as planned all along and began 
saying goodbyes. They'll arrive in Colorado Springs any day now, staying 
in a temporary apartment until ... 

As Lauren tweeted last week, "I just want my Miracle House." 
But on the phone a few days later, she acknowledges the new reality fac- 
ing them. "Now that the emotion is wearing off, if the property values drop 
too much, we might have to look for another house. It's breaking my heart 
to even say that." 

So the Hugs are coming and hoping for the best. They even agreed to 
a 30-day extension on their scheduled closing date, though friends have 
advised them to walk away and check out other houses. 

"We know a lot of people have to rebuild, but we want to be part of those 
people," Lauren says. "I keep thinking it's not the same as other places. 
I see the spirit of the people. We just want it all to work out. If they can 
have people back in their homes this fast after such a major disaster, it's so 
encouraging to hear that." 

Nothing would be a better headline for Colorado Springs' recovery than 
for Lauren and Andrew Hug, along with their kids, to find a happy ending 
here. It's obvious that Lauren — a successful public-speaking coach (hug- 
speak.com) as well as defense attorney — plans to become an active presence 
in this city, which can use all the 30-something professionals it can get. 

"I've thought about this a lot," Lauren says. "What a way to come into a 
new community. We can help rebuild it."

In fire coverage, deaf people weren't always heard

Whatever fanfare social media 
might receive, it has real 
shortcomings. There's nothing like 
a wildfire to remind us that while 
some truths are, as they say, social- 
ly constructed, others come burning 
over a ridge at 50 miles an hour. 

To wit: When the community 
looked for reliable sources of truly 
"breaking" news, sans gossip and 
panicked exaggeration, most of us 
turned on our TVs.

But what if you can't hear the news? 

"The day the fire started, people 
started paging and texting me, say- 
ing there's news on TV about Waldo 
Canyon on fire," says Andrea Reeves. 
"But there's no captioning, there's no 
anything, [they] don't know what's 
being evacuated." 

Reeves owns Sign Language Net- 
work, an American Sign Language 
(ASL) interpreting agency. Those 
friends texting her? They're deaf. 

"What hit us hard was that there 
was no captioning," signs Barbara 
Kerek in an interview. She adds, "I 
kept watching, and after a while I 
didn't bother ... I just wanted to be 
sure that my house was OK." 

At a gathering Saturday of Kerek 
and about 20 others in the local 
deaf and hard-of-hearing communi- 
ties, emotions ran high in discuss- 
ing communication during the 
Waldo Canyon Fire. 

First, the issue of closed caption- 
ing: For their part, representatives 
of KKTV Channel 11, KRXM FOX 
21 and KOAA Channel 5 all say 
they consistently provided closed 
captioning of their fire coverage, 
though viewers have challenged 
KOAA's claims. 

Says KKTV news director Liz 
Haltiwanger, "It cost several thou- 
sand dollars." She explains that out- 
side companies were hired to tran- 
scribe the live feed. "We were on 



the air [unscripted] for 130 hours, 
so that's a little unusual." 

KRDO Channel 13, on the other 
hand, provided only the ubiquitous 
scrolling tickers with evacuation 
details. One employee reached via 
phone, who identified herself only 
as Ashley, told the Indy, "The infor- 
mation is still there, it's just not 
word-for-word ... if it's a breaking 
news, live situation." 

Regardless, many present at Sat- 
urday's "Deaf Chat" argued that 
closed captioning doesn't cut it. 
"You see [via captions], oh yeah, 
there's 17,000 acres burning, what- 
ever — but without an interpreter, 
you don't know about the electricity, 
and the gas, and all the other issues 
that come with that," says Kerek. 

Captioning also is often rife with 
errors and omissions. Moreover, 
ASL is a standalone language with 
its own grammar and vocabulary, 
making signed interpretation all 
the more necessary for the deaf 
— some of whom struggle to read 
English that is for them, quite liter- 
ally, a second language. 

Upon receiving the flood of 
texts, Reeves contacted KRDO and 
KKTV. The latter, she says, accepted 
her June 27 offer for donated inter- 
preting services at that day's noon 
briefing. Sign Language Network 
sent and paid interpreters for the 
twice-, sometimes thrice-daily press 
briefings thereafter. 

"The people of Sign Language 
Network were so amazing," says 
Haltiwanger. "They came in here 
and they [asked], 'Hey, how long do 
you want us to keep doing this?' And 
we said, As long as you're willing.'" 
KKTV eventually moved interpret- 
ers to its studio, offering split-screen 
coverage of briefings to improve vis- 
ibility of the ASL translation, which 
the deaf community applauded. 

As for charges that the city refused 
to organize ASL interpretation, 
chief communications officer Cindy 
Aubrey denies she "ever had that 
conversation with anyone." She says 
the city arranged interpreters for sev- 
eral events, including a meeting for 
residents of fire-affected areas. 

Regardless, deaf community 
members hope the last couple weeks 
serve as a broad wake-up call. As 
ASL interpreter Vicky Novoselski 
puts it, the goal is that "access to 
information becomes a non-issue — 
that it's just a given."

Decreased property values won't help local governments facing fire-related expenses

Those who lost their homes to the 
Waldo Canyon Fire are left with 
foundations full of ashes and the 
arduous chore of accounting for their 
valuables to insurance adjusters. At 
least they won't have to pay property 
taxes next year, since their homes lie in 
heaps of rubble, right? 
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Bad news all around: Owners of destroyed homes won't pay 
as much in property taxes, but they won't be exempt, either. 



For example, consider a property 
with a total value of $464,000, of 
which $92,500 was the land. It will 
see its tax bill fall, but not by as much 
as you'd think: from $2,250 to $1,300, 
Lowderman says. 

Based on appraisers' two long days in 
the Mountain Shadows neighborhood, 
Lowderman 
says the 345 
homes that were 
destroyed — one 
fewer than city 
officials initially 
said — represent 
a loss of $45.5 
million in value 
from the tax 
rolls. Also, 39 
damaged homes 
represent a loss 
of $1.9 million, 
and the remain- 
ing 1,126 proper- 
ties will see a 10 
percent decline 
due to the stigma 
associated with 
their location in a 
burn area, total- 
ing $14.4 million. 

Total reduc- 
tion: $61.8 mil- 
lion. 



Not so. 

"Some property owners will be 
looking for a zero tax bill," El Paso 
County Assessor Mark Lowderman 
says. "But unfortunately, based on 
Colorado tax law, that's not possible." 

Instead, owners of destroyed homes 
will receive a tax bill based on the full 
value of the home for the first 48 percent 
of 2012 — up to the lune 26 firestorm. 
And for the rest of the year, they'll pay 
based on the value of the land. 



City challenges 

Lowderman's loss figure is impor- 
tant, because it's the one upon which 
revenues will be based for next year's 
taxes. (Property taxes are always paid 
in arrears.) 

Colorado Springs School District 
11 projects a reduction in its property 
tax revenue of about $216,000, but 
that likely will be backfilled by state 
money under the school funding for- 
mula. Other taxing entities' reductions 
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are much smaller, including $37,350 
for the county and $21,000 for the city. 

And that's good, because the city 
and county have racked up fire bills 
totaling $7 million-plus so far. 

Laura Neumann, Mayor Steve Bach's 
chief of staff, estimates the city will 
shell out up to $4.5 million for over- 
time pay to firefighters, food, fuel and 
supplies. "We are still gathering exact 
figures by category — purchases were 
made by many throughout the organiza- 
tion," she says in an e-mail. Neumann 
adds that the city will seek reimburse- 
ment from the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, hoping to recover 75 
percent of some of those costs. 

About $23,000 was spent on gasoline 
to fuel the city's fleet that worked on 
the fire. Other costs include food and 
supplies for firefighters, and the Emer- 
gency Operations Center, which stayed 
open around the clock for days. The city 
also paid for GIS mapping, printing and 
communications equipment. 

The cost to city-owned Colorado 
Springs Utilities is estimated at $2.7 mil- 
lion. Labor and equipment account for 
$1.5 million, while infrastructure dam- 
age — to water, sewer, gas and electric 
lines — totaled $1 million. Water used to 
fight the fires, at least 39 million gallons, 
is valued at about $200,000. 

"We have been working with various 
relief agencies and believe the majority 
of the costs will be reimbursed and not 
impact customer rates," reads a release. 

Utilities spokesman Dave Grossman 
notes in an e-mail that larger expenses 
could loom if heavy rains cause mud- 
slides around Rampart Reservoir and 
in West Monument Creek, where the 
city's largest water treatment plants are 
located. Utilities already is working 
with the U.S. Forest Service and other 
agencies on erosion and flood mitiga- 
tion, a process that takes years, he says. 



County challenges 

El Paso County doesn't have a firm 
estimate of its spending, but county 
budget director Nicola Sapp spent 12 
hours a day at the Incident Command 
Post to help track costs, which included 
everything from use of bulldozers, 
trucks and water tankers to printing 
more than 4,000 pages of materials 
daily for post personnel. The county 
also set up the Disaster Recovery Cen- 
ter at 105 N. Spruce St., which is still 
being used as a clearinghouse for those 
with destroyed or damaged homes. 

Sheriff Terry Maketa estimates the 
firefighting costs to the county and 
other local jurisdictions, such as Cas- 
cade and Green Mountain Falls, at up 
to $5 million. That said, he expects 
the Colorado Emergency Fire Fund 
to pick up 75 percent of those costs, 
even though that fire fund is already 
depleted. Maketa says he's been told 
the state will meet its obligations under 
an agreement in which the county pays 
an annual fee, about $120,000, to the 
state fire fund. 

"El Paso County pays one of the 
highest rates due to geography, wild- 
land and total valuation," he says. "I 
am pretty confident the state will stand 
behind the EFF agreement." 

Maketa says the county also will 
apply for reimbursement for any other 
costs, such as staffing the Joint Opera- 
tions Center, from FEMA, since Presi- 
dent Obama has declared the burned 
neighborhoods a disaster area. FEMA 
generally reimburses 75 percent of 
costs, and offers grants to fill the 
remaining gaps, Maketa says. 

The city, too, will apply to FEMA, 
Neumann says. Whatever isn't reim- 
bursed will be funded with general- 
fund dollars.

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Money to burn 

Tracking the huge influx of cash charities received during the Waldo Canyon Fire

While the Waldo Canyon Fire was 
causing thousands to evacuate 
their homes, many thousands more 
opened their checkbooks to give to one 
of the charities that offered help. 



Wildfires." 

"At one point we had, there was 
something like 13 fires going on [in 
Colorado], and we had shelters open 
for five of them," Billinger says. 
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While it stretched workers thin, from an administrative view the fire was 
just another emergency for the Humane Society of the Pikes Peak Region. 



Most donors simply trusted that 
their money would be used wisely — 
perhaps to buy blankets for those who 
lost a home, or to help in the clean-up 
effort. But increasingly, e-mails have 
been floating into the Independent 
from readers worried that donated 
funds may not be used as advertised. 

Could the money, for instance, go 
to help fund relief for other disasters? 
Could it simply go into the charity-in- 
question's general fund? Worse, could 
workers simply pocket the money 
without fear of answering to an auditor 
down the line? 

We spoke to four charities that are 
helping with Waldo, to understand 
more about how they handle donated 
funds. What we found was a surprising 
variety of approaches. 

Arguably the biggest player in the 
fight to help evacuees, the Pikes Peak 
Chapter of the American Red Cross 

was an obvious draw for donations. 

But when it comes to keeping 
Waldo dollars with Waldo, the Red 
Cross isn't the best bet. As regional 
communications director Patricia 
Demchak Billinger explains, the char- 
ity is too big to make a lot of prom- 
ises to donors. In fact, the Red Cross 
is so big that, on an administrative 
level, it doesn't even view our fire as 
its own emergency; it's lumped into 
an operation called "2012 Colorado 



Given the scope of its operations, 
the Red Cross offers Waldo donors 
three options. Online donors can 
choose to donate to "disasters" — 
where money first goes to the disaster 
in your area (in this case, Waldo), with 
leftover funds applied to any other 
American disaster. Alternately, donors 
can give to the Pikes Peak Chapter of 
the Red Cross — that keeps the money 
local, but usable for any of the Red 
Cross' normal or emergency opera- 
tions, wildfire -related or not. 

Thirdly, if donors call their local 
chapter rather than going online, 
there's the option of that "2012 Colo- 
rado Wildfires" fund. 

Billinger notes that any donation that 
lingers in a special fund, unused, will 
be transferred to other needs. But she 
says it's unlikely that donations aimed 
at helping Colorado fire victims would 
go elsewhere. As of late last week, the 
charity had raised $2.4 million in its 
Colorado Wildfires Fund, but the fires 
were expected to cost the Red Cross 
about $4 million. 

According to Billinger, the Red 
Cross response to Colorado summer 
wildfires included 1,900 overnight 
stays at shelters, 45,000 meals and 
snacks, the deployment of 26 emer- 
gency response vehicles and much 
more. The Red Cross is now moving 
into "Phase 2" of its relief efforts for 
Waldo, providing mental health ser- 



vices, food and snacks, clean-up kits, 
and case workers who can lead victims 
to the best local resources. 

Donors looking for reassurance can 
check the Red Cross annual report, at 
redcross.org, for financial information. 

J.D. Dallager, CEO of Pikes Peak 
United Way, says he's not sure exactly 
how much money the United Way 
has collected for the Waldo Canyon 
Fire, but he knows it's over $500,000, 
and he knows it's sitting in a special 
account. 

The United Way wasn't a big player 
in the initial push to help evacuees, 
other than serving as a source of 
information. Thus, donations intended 
for Waldo — including a $125,000 El 
Pomar Foundation grant — are largely 
intact. Now, Dallager, says his organi- 
zation is deciding what to do with the 
money. 

To that end, the charity will assem- 
ble an advisory council of five to seven 
people from El Paso and Teller coun- 
ties. The council will take applications 
from local charities that have helped 
or are helping fire victims. United 
Way has few requirements thus far, 
only stipulating that money should go 
to health and human services-related 
issues directly tied to the fire. Admin- 
istrators want the money to hit the 
streets sooner rather than later. 

Dallager says any organization that 
receives money from United Way will 
be held accountable for how it's spent. 

"Any time we grant money out, we 
have to have a report back as to how 
that money was used," he says. 

At this point, Dallager says United 
Way is hoping to make financial 
reports related to the fire available on 
its website. 

President and CEO Jan McHugh- 
Smith says all fire-related donations 
to the Humane Society of the Pikes 
Peak Region have been directed into 
the organization's general emergency 
fund. That fund has been used to offset 
costs from the fire, but it's also used 
any time the shelter suddenly has a 
huge influx of animals — for instance, 
when a hoarder with 50 neglected cats 
is busted. 

On a normal day, the Society pro- 
vides animal control to a slew of Front 
Range communities. During the fire, 
the shelter took in 439 animals — 217 
cats, 136 dogs, 86 others. Already full 
of the homeless animals it normally 
cares for, the shelter at one point held 
more than 700 animals in Colorado 
Springs, with even more in Teller 
County. 



That said, it wasn't the supplies that 
added costs for the charity; food, medi- 
cal products and crates were donated. 
Instead, staff overtime, meals for staff, 
and other general expenses multiplied 
costs: "We were running two facili- 
ties, and one facility was 24-hours," 
McHugh- Smith says. 

The Humane Society's role in the 
emergency is largely over now, but 
costs and donations — the latter 
exceeds $25,000 — are still being 
tallied. You'll find annual financial 
reports and tax forms at hsppr.org. 

Of all the charities consulted for this 
article, the Pikes Peak Community 
Foundation's Waldo Canyon Fire 
Fighters Fund offers donors the most 
flexibility and control. 

Eric Cefus, director of new busi- 
ness development, says the community 
foundation is very specific about how 
money is spent. The Firefighter's Fund, 
for instance, is restricted to issues 
related to Waldo. And the money, like 
all of the foundation's money, has to 
stay in the region. 

"[We've] requested dollars from the 
community under this name and this 
purpose," Cefus says. "We are very 
diligent about that." 

PPCF also accepts any restrictions 
donors make on their funds, so long 
as they don't break PPCF rules. (The 
charity, for instance, is only allowed to 
gift money to other nonprofits in good 
standing.) So if a donor only wants her 
money to go to, say, the needs of vol- 
unteer firefighters, PPCF will accom- 
modate that. 

Thus far, Cefus says, the fund has 
mostly been used to fill in gaps left by 
other charities. When the Green Moun- 
tain Falls volunteer firefighters ran out 
of gas money, for instance, PPCF gave 
them the cash. But with the immediate 
danger over, PPCF is looking at fund- 
ing long-term needs with the money 
it's raised — more than $50,000, with 
more expected to roll in soon. That 
could be fire-related education, resto- 
ration of the land, or fire mitigation. 

PPCF, whose roots go back to the 
1920s, oversees many funds that ben- 
efit the local community, from urban 
gardens to animal welfare. Some, like 
the Indy Give! campaign, are set up 
by individuals or boards and simply 
overseen and audited as a part of the 
foundation. Others are set up directly 
by PPCF leadership, as is the case with 
the Firefighter's Fund.

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Digging out up to residents 

Some Mountain Shadows residents want 
the government to remove debris from 
burned homes quickly because of health 
hazards. But the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency says that's the 
homeowner's responsibility. Residents 
have gotten similar responses from the 
city of Colorado Springs and El Paso 
County, says resident Kerri Olivier. 

"That debris is continuing to blow on 
our homes and getting into the ground and 
water," says Olivier, whose home survived 
the blaze. "How do I get my house back 
to where it's liveable and someday be 
sellable?" Another resident says in an 
e-mail that leaving it to homeowners is 
"not a workable solution ... where public 
health and safety is directly threatened." 

But FEMA says in a statement: "Debris 
removal on private property is the 
responsibility of the property owner working 
with their insurance company and local 
officials." Olivier says leaving destroyed 
homes for weeks or months could create 
new issues, such as air pollution or injury 
to people curiously wandering the area. 
"You'd think this was Disneyland," she says. 
"People are coming and taking pictures." 

Olivier says she and her neighbors hope 
the city can require the sites be cleaned 
quickly, within a few weeks. If they're not, 
the city should clean them up and bill the 
property owner, she says. — PZ 

Manitou cash-mobbed 

Manitou Springs enjoyed a welcome influx 
of money Monday, as a "cash mob" of 
locals attempted to help the town recover 
from the Waldo Canyon Fire by spending 
money in local restaurants and stores. 

The mob was the brainchild of Pueblo 
firefighter and Colorado Springs resident 
Bob Falcone (@bobfireman on Twitter). 
Planned earlier, the mob was delayed by 
the fire. Falcone says he didn't see many 
people at the official meet-up point at 
Soda Springs Park, but 1,000 posted on 
Facebook that they would shop the town, 
and many posted about it afterward. 

"A mob by its very nature isn't an 
organized thing," Falcone says. "If nothing 
else, hopefully this gets the word out that, 
hey, you can go to Manitou Springs." 

Falcone hopes others will take up the 
cause — not just for Manitou, but for 
other towns along U.S. Highway 24. 

"It's one of those things that anyone can 
do," he says. "All it takes is a Facebook 
account or a Twitter account." — JAS 

Long-term group forms 

As the Waldo Canyon Fire raged, the Pikes 
Peak region came together with citizens 
and nonprofits going out of their wayto help 
evacuees and those who lost their homes. 
Now, anticipating ongoing needs, more 
than 20 nonprofits have formed the Waldo 
Canyon Fire Long-Term Recovery Group. 

"In the beginning there's all kinds 
of wonderful resources and help," 



says Michelle Swanson, organizer and 
associate with First Presbyterian Church. 
"But later on down the road, it's easy 
to forget that long-term recovery. ... We 
want to be there for the long haul, to help 
families get back to where they were 
before the disaster." 

Swanson says it's an open group: 
"We just ask that it be people who are 
interested in long-term recovery and 
have some resources," says Swanson. 
"And by resources we mean people with 
experience with recovery or financial." 
Interested organizations can contact 
Swanson or Mark Rohlena, president 
and CEO of Catholic Charities of Central 
Colorado. — CH 

St. John's appeal possible 

More than 30 members of St. John's 
Baptist Church in central Colorado Springs 
filed suit lastyear against their pastor. Rev. 
Willie J. Sutton Jr. ("Damn shame," cover 
story, Jan. 19), calling it a last-ditch effort 
to oust Sutton, whom they say is no longer 
welcome. 

Last month, a judge granted Sutton's 
attorney's motion for a summary judgment. 
Edward Hopkins, Denver-based attorney 
representing the congregants, explains 
that means "if we did nothing after that, 
the case would die." 

Hopkins and his clients don't wantto give 
up, he says. He has filed a request that the 
judge reconsider his ruling, and says if the 
judge doesn't reverse his decision, Hopkins 
willfile an appeal this week. — CH 

State fire ban lifted 

Gov. John Hickenlooper lifted the statewide 
fire ban Sunday. While this won't impact 
local and county fire bans, it signals that 
risks seem to be abating. In a statement, 
Hickenlooper says, "Even though the 2012 
wildfire season is far from over and still 
challenging, we believe conditions are 
such that local authorities and federal land 
managers oughtto resume control overfire 
bans in their jurisdictions." 

Burn restrictions continue in Colorado 
Springs, banning open fires, such as 
bonfires and campfires. El Paso County 
has banned open fires, such as campfires, 
charcoal grills and outdoor smoking. — CH

Besides homeowners who now must 
struggle to overcome great losses, 
many of our local small businesspeople 
will have to claw to survive. Talk to 
a shop owner or a restaurateur on the 
region's west side, and they will tell 
you of the thousands of dollars of rev- 
enue that the evacuations cost, and the 
nearly nonexistent recovery. 

The media focus has largely been 
on Manitou Springs, whose tourist- 
town DNA is visible from Denver and 
beyond. But our admittedly random 
sampling of businesses over the past 
week — compiled by Chet Hardin, 
Debbie Kelley, Achille Ngoma and J. 
Adrian Stanley, and presented below 
— makes it clear that other enclaves of 
the region are at least as endangered, if 
not more so. 

Nearest the ruin 

What does a neighborhood busi- 
ness do when much of the neigh- 
borhood is gone? 

"The Mountain Shadows area," says 
Randy Bolen, owner of Peak Grill, 
"makes 70 percent of our business." 

As a homey, breakfast-heavy place 
with a bustling weekend scene, Bolen's 
11-year-old restaurant caters to a slight- 
ly different clientele than many that 
serve the area's office-park workers. 
But still, places like Trinity Brewing 
Company, Ai Sushi & Grill and Bhan 



co-owner and manager of Blue Sage 
Creative Catering Solutions on Centen- 
nial Boulevard. "We are still suffering 
for those who lost their houses, and we 
hope they will rebuild." 

Soukup says he was blown away 
when he saw "very humane people" 
helping their neighbors clean up after 
the evacuation was lifted. Since then, 
he's seen regulars bring some of that 
warmth into the softly lit, large-win- 
dowed restaurant he started with his 
cousin five years ago: "They are com- 
ing back and showing their support." 

Blue Sage, which employs three 
full-time and 11 on-call, was closed for 
more than a week. It lost as much as 
$10,000 in revenue from five scheduled 
events and $2,000 in perishables. In 
trying to bounce back, it's focusing on 
advertising — and taking advantage 
of discounts and freebies from local 
media — to draw people out. 

"I think that Manitou has done a 
good job of suggesting that people 
come to the west side," Soukup says. 
"I don't know if both the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau and the [Greater Colorado 
Springs] Chamber of Commerce have 
been trying to put out information say- 
ing that the west side overall here is 
open and ready for business." 

A few blocks south on Centen- 
nial Boulevard, Peak Grill welcomes 
guests with the message "We love our 
firefighters and police" scrawled on 
the front window. Bolen, who counts 
18 people on his payroll, is trying to 
recover from the restaurant having been 
closed for two days, and quiet for a 



number of days immediately after that. 

"After the fire bridged the ridge we 
were closed — not because we had to 
be, but because customers were evacu- 
ated. It would've been ridiculous to be 
open," he says. 

He holds back tears as he continues. 

"We, probably, haven't lost a lot in 
comparison to what some of our cus- 
tomers have lost," says Bolen. "A lot 
of our customers did lose their houses. 
They don't know if they're gonna 
rebuild." 

As for his place? He looks around a 
dining room spotted with new faces on 
this Monday morning, and he sounds 
hopeful again. 

"We'll be open," he says, "and we'll 
be here." — AN 

B and B and belief 

If owning a small business is a lot 
like managing a marriage, then 
the "worse" in "for better or worse" 
arrived for Kim and Lon Rush when 
they had to evacuate guests in 10 cot- 
tages during the Waldo Canyon Fire. 

"The cancellations started pouring 
in once we got evacuated and people 
heard about the fire," Kim says. 

At their Lakeside Cottages in Green 
Mountain Falls and their Paradise 
Spirit liquor store in Woodland Park, 
the Rushes rely on early- and mid- 
summer tourism to stay afloat. The 
week-long closure of U.S. Highway 24 
dealt that tourism a blow, but so did 
the postponement of the Pikes Peak 
International Hill Climb, the huge 



vations, which won't be offset by the 
Rushes' insurance company paying 
for four days of lost income. Mean- 
while, the liquor store also has taken a 
30-percent hit in sales. 

The Rushes are researching short- 
term financial assistance through gov- 
ernment sources, but this is new terri- 
tory for them. Kim previously owned 
an accounting business and an excavat- 
ing company; Lon was a construction 
worker. This is their seventh season 
as keepers of the property that over- 
looks Green Mountain Falls' landmark 
gazebo and lake, and they've owned 
the liquor store for two years. 

They know quite well that it could 
have been worse; flames came within 
12 feet of their home, they say. So 
they're focusing on the positive: They 
still have some reservations for August 
and September, and they're venturing 
into more creative marketing. A com- 
bination package including lodging at 
their cottages and a five-course dinner 
at the nearby Black Bear Restaurant is 
in the works. 

The couple also is encouraged by 
the state's initiative to promote tourism 
in communities impacted by the fire. 
And they're warmed by the bouquet 
of flowers and a card some guests 
dropped off last week. 

So the Rushes are vowing to keep 
the commitment they made when they 
signed on the dotted line. 

"We're going to try to ride it out," 
says Lon. "There's not a whole lot else 
we can do." — DK

Green Box Arts Festival and other 
traditional activities.

"People just don't want to be around 
here," she notes, "even though you 
can't see any damage from the cot- 
tages."

They didn't have much time to react.

From their rustic log cabin on the 
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Fire, then rain: Adam's Mountain Cafe's summer outlook is spiked with worry. 



south side of U.S. Highway 24 in 
Cascade, the Eagle's Nest Wellness 
co-owners packed up their edibles and 
medicines, watered their plants, locked 
the doors to their two-year-old medical 
marijuana business, and left. 

And they watched. 

From their home in Westcreek, says 
Lono, they can tap into their store's 
security cameras. At one point, all they 
could see was smoke. They were cer- 
tain that they'd lost everything. For nine 
days, they waited for confirmation. 

"We were sweating all week, think- 



ing that we were going to lose the 
place," says Lani. 

'And we couldn't get in to water our 
plants. So even if the building didn't 
burn down, if the plants all died, we'd 
lose our business." 

When they returned two Sundays 
ago, they found that not only did 
Eagle's Nest survive, but the majority 
of its plants did, too. 

Since the power wasn't shut off, the 
air conditioning had kept the plants 
cool during the blistering hot days. 
The grow lights were never disturbed, 



either, and Lono says it was fortunate 
that they had recently shifted to using 
larger-than-average planters, which 
allowed for more water to be in the 
organic soil. 

All in all, they swear they feel lucky. 
They did, however, lose 20 percent of 
their harvest. Many of the plants that 
they lost were mothers, which are the 
ones they clone off of. Coupled with 
going nine days with their doors shut, 
the business has been set back tens 
of thousands of dollars. The Ho'alas 
don't have insurance coverage for their 
plants, as most insurance companies 
won't cover their product — oth- 
ers charge outrageous premiums. So 
there'll be no claim filed to recoup 
money for the plants that didn't make 
it. — CH 

The long view 

On Sunday afternoon, pedestrians 
choke the streets, eating ice cream 
cones, carrying bags, running into 
each other. Cars form a slow line down 
Manitou Avenue. 

At the beautifully restored Manitou 
Spa Building in the center of town, 
home to the popular Adam's Mountain 
Cafe, people gobble down pear and 
pecan salads and Senegalese vegetables. 

This is July in Manitou Springs. But 
despite appearances, business is hurt- 
ing here — in a big way. 
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"You can drive around right now and 
people feel like, 'OK, it's over, every- 
thing's back to normal,'" says Farley K. 
McDonough, owner of Adam's. 

"But in Manitou, because we're 
seasonal and we prepay so much in the 
summer going into the winter, a lot of 
that is not going to happen." 

McDonough says that normally, by 
June 1, she's recovered what she lost 
over the winter. She makes all of her 
money over the following few months 
— and spends a lot of it on business 
expenses, too. Just before the fire, she 
had issued her biggest payroll and 
made her biggest food order of the 
year. She was able to cancel most of 
the food, so it didn't rot in the kitchen. 
But she still felt the loss. 

"We were closed for one day," she 
says, "and every day after that, we 
were down 70 percent compared to 
2011 for the following week." 

The next week, business was only 
down 15 percent. But she's still plan- 
ning to cut back on her maintenance 
budget, as well as any extras. That 
means no solar shades for the win- 
dows or new broiler for the kitchen. 
No bonuses for employees. And 
McDonough's family vacation and 
annual contribution to her son's college 
fund are canceled. 

McDonough says she's been touched 
by the way locals, some of whom she's 
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Tourists' cash keeps the Cellar Door afloat. 



known for decades, have tried to help. 
But most have come for lunch — 
always Adam's busiest meal. Since the 
restaurant is packed for that meal any- 
way, McDonough says the only way 
she could make up what she lost is if 
more people showed up for less-popu- 
lar meals like breakfast and dinner. 

She's not holding her breath. 

"At this point," she says, "my mind 



is all around cutting 
expenses and cutting 
all the fat we can, 
everywhere."

Friends united 

The closure of 
U.S. Highway 24 
choked off the main 
supply of customers 
for Jamie and Ben 
Caperton's Woodland 
Park wine bar, the 
Cellar Door, for more 
than a week. 

"About 60 percent of 
our business is tourist 
business, and they typi- 
cally come up through 
the pass," says Jamie. 

Likewise, many 
neighboring business 
owners were cut off 
from their shops. So 
Jamie says she and 
Ben made it a habit to 
check on those places, just to make 
sure everything was safe. It was 
eerie; the downtown, she says, "felt 
very vacant." 

The Capertons have owned The Cellar 
Door for six years, and one of their tradi- 
tions is to have a full-moon party every 
month. June's event was scheduled for 
the Friday before the evacuation was lift- 



ed. "We were trying to decide whether 
we were going to go ahead and do it or 
not," she says. "Several of the commu- 
nity leaders said, 'You need to do it. The 
town really needs you to do it.'" 

They brought in an entertainer, cus- 
tomers brought their own food, and 
more than 75 people showed up. 

"We were amazed by how many 
people came out for it," she says. "We 
all sat on the patio, drank wine and 
had potluck, and listened to music." 

It was a welcome break from the 
stress and worry that the fire caused. 
For the Capertons, the cost of the 
fire is several thousand dollars. Even 
days after the highway reopened, 
Jamie says the tourists haven't 
returned. 

"I typically have several folks sitting 
on my patio, drinking wine," she says. 
"There's nobody out there right now." 

For example, on their recent outing 
to the farmers market, they did about 
half their regular sales. 

"I think that people are just scared 
right now," she says. "They are scared 
to make plans, they are scared to 
come to the area. But I rely on people 
coming to my community. We need 
people to come up here and to feel 
safe coming to our town. 

"And it's a great town. We just had 
a little rain that cleared the air. It's 
beautiful right now." — CH 



The flipside 

It's not like anyone enjoys prospering from someone 
I else's grief. But a silver lining to the Waldo Canyon 
Fire destroying 345 homes might come to local busi- 
nesses who specialize in demolishing, building, furnish- 
ing and even cleaning homes. 

Rob Gardner's business, Speedy Demolition, has 
been hurt by the recession, so the prospect of his ser- 
vices being needed by hundreds could give a boost. 

"We should see a little bit of a spike, because it's 
probably going to include excavation, which I do, and 
demolition," he says. "It should give us a little relief, 
some extra money." 

Other businesses that could benefit include steam 
cleaners, carpet cleaners, appliance stores, furniture 
stores, construction workers, drywallers, framers, 
bricklayers, interior designers, drapery makers, cabinet 
makers, light fixture stores, landscapers, even artists 
whose work was destroyed. 

The new construction would come at a time when 
home-building has been making a slow comeback after 
the worst setback in more than a decade. The Pikes 
Peak Regional Building Department issued 268 single- 
family home permits in May and 232 in June — the first 
two months that exceeded 200 since mid-2007, says 
building official Bob Croft. 

"I would assume there's going to be an economic 
upturn for those people," Croft says. But he notes that 
how quickly homeowners begin to rebuild depends on 
a lot of factors, such as how fast insurance companies 
settle the claims, and whether homeowners can build 
on existing foundations. Then comes demolition, which 
can take time. "If they start in August," he says, "it 
won't be till the end of the year or early next year that 
people are moving in."

A pair of glittering, salt-crusted work gloves. A 
chunk of carbonized wood wrapped in shiny 
red wire. A hefty block of fragrant beeswax overrun 
with natural caverns and holes. These are some of 
the seemingly random items littering a dim gallery 
at the Colorado Springs Fine Arts Center. 

Down the corridor, workers noisily build the skel- 
eton of a huge art installation. They've walled off 
half the FAC's main top-floor gallery and dropped 
the ceiling on their portion. It's hard to tell what the 
ultimate product will look like, amid the sheets of 
drywall and metal frames shocked by the hammers 
and drills that echo painfully through the rooms. 

But it's for a good cause: to show the work of 
James Turrell, the American art legend known for 
his work with light. Whether artificial or natural, his 
manipulation of light into an art object turns ideas of 
sculpture, space and material on end. 

As the 69-year-old artist told Interview magazine 
in June, "We use light to illuminate or to reveal, 
but light also obscures. I look at light as a material. 
It is physical. It is photons. Yes, it exhibits wave 
behavior, but it is a thing. And I've always wanted 
to accord to light its thing-ness." 

His Trace Elements 
comes to the FAC on 
loan from the Den- 
ver Art Museum,

but with careful

York City). For 
this show, studio 
workers helped 
position the installation and will return when almost 
everything is finished to finally set up the lighting. 
In addition, the FAC will host two smaller works by 
Turrell, these on loan from a gallery in Aspen. 

But how does all this have anything to do with 
dirty gloves and a disparate collection of found 
objects? Enter Scott Johnson. 

(pJwcxuiJL ouqjl pJuodjux± 

Where the Turrell operation spans many assis- 
tants and a hard-hat crew, Johnson is as low-key 
as they come. The 43-year-old Colorado College 
assistant professor of studio art was invited a couple 
years ago by the FAC to show alongside Turrell, and 
since has frequented the galleries he would inhabit 
— "listening" to the place, as he puts it. 

And now, during a visit a few weeks before the 



opening, Johnson is still experimenting. Given free 
rein by museum director and show curator Blake 
Milteer, Johnson has brought new items in each day, 
to see what will work. He's tinkering with mirrors, 
wire coils, lighting schemes — the list goes on. 

"Some of the pieces are fairly calculated," he 
says, "but I really do believe in maintaining a 
degree of openness." 

Locals may remember Johnson from his 2009 
solo show at the old Smokebrush Gallery. He exhib- 
ited one of his memorable "infinity boxes" there, 
and later at places like the Museum of Contempo- 
rary Art in Denver. A quartet of those boxes will 
occupy the vacant half of the main FAC gallery. 

Using two-way mirrors with all the windows fac- 
ing outward, they hold an infinite plain inside. Here, 
he'll lay wet mud in the bottom of each box and 
allow it to harden and crack, creating what will look 
like a "dried lakebed or salt flat," one that runs on 
forever into the darkening distance. 

Judging distance — theoretical or otherwise — 
gets to the heart of what Johnson's exploring: how 
we experience a landscape, from what our senses 
gather to how our systems of measurement attempt 
to map it. He takes this to a more abstract place in 
"Fata Morgana Number Five," a large, pristine white 
canvas carefully incised with a handful of slits. 
The slits jut outward like shelves, and are topped 
with a shiny material that casts spongy reflections. 
One wonders what's causing those reflections, but 
then clues into how they look like distant, waves of 
water, or, in a titular nod, roiling heat waves. 

The way "Fata Morgana" engages on both a mate- 
rial and psychological level speaks to the dense layers 
of meaning in Johnson's work, and how they unfold 
over time. But that's easy. For all its subtlety, "Fata 
Morgana" is fun to inspect, from afar, from below, 
from the sides. And that's the idea. 

"When you think of it as an activity, it becomes 
less product-oriented," says Johnson. "And even in 
encountering the art, can art be an activity. 

"I'm more interested in what happens in your 
movement and the time you participate with this 
thing," he adds. "It becomes a passage, it becomes an 
experience, not an object." 

The same can be said for Trace Elements: You 
give yourself over to it. Johnson, Milteer, Turrell and 
those in Turrell's studio are stingy on details relating 
to what certain aspects of the show will look like. 
In Johnson's case, much will be finished the day the 
show opens, and he may tinker even afterward. Yet 
both artists and curator are adamant that viewers 
should come with as few preconceptions as possible. 

"A Turrell installation cannot be carried over in a 
photograph," Johnson says. "It cannot be carried over 
in my words, your words, [Milteer's] words, it cannot 
be carried over in a form of representation. But it can 
be shared as an experience, in the flesh, in front of 
the work, and that's where it affects you." 




That also means less in the way of posted infor- 
mation in the galleries. For this case, Johnson 
likens lengthy descriptions and biographies to, say, 
regimented tourist stops at the Grand Canyon. And 
since the work is non-representational (read: no 
landscape or portrait paintings), the possibilities are 
truly open, there's no right answer.

Walking into a Turrell installation often means 
traversing a dark corridor before happening upon a 
room filled with colored light. Or a lit space with an 
aperture in the roof, exposing nothing but sky, like 
what Turrell recently installed at Rice University 
in Houston. This "skyscape" (his 73rd) drew plenty 
of attention and love; according to an article from 
the Huffington Post, "The effect, many have com- 
mented, feels like experiencing infinity." 

While that's similar to Johnson's work in ways, it 
also points to perhaps one of the largest differences 
between the two artists: the level of context in which 
they operate. Johnson grounds his work in the objects 
of daily life: the gloves, the beeswax, the wire. Tur- 
rell aims for total immersion in an environment 
where light is the sole object. 

The feeling, though, is where they dovetail. Milt- 
eer sees the work of Turrell and Johnson akin to the 
singularity of a black hole. (A heady metaphor, yes, 
but stay with him.) Though we've never seen the 
event horizon where ultimate collapse occurs, we 
have measured and recorded what happens around 
it; tools and calculations aside, we have an unex- 
plainable instinct that something big is going on. 

"You'll see and feel the traces of things, that all 
together suggest something larger. I think that's what 
both [Johnson] and Turrell's work really lives by in a 
way, is that sense of something felt." 

Though there are plenty of vagaries, the shows' 
titles for once offer many clues to their nature. Trace 
Elements and Places Apart both hint at the ways 
these artists work with foundational and ephemeral 
conceits: the ubiquity of light and space, of mea- 
surements and context, the driving forces largely 
unseen in daily life. As Johnson puts it, "Encounter- 
ing the invisible through these visible things."

There's a yin to the yang of our city's 
conservative nature, and it sometimes 
wears leather and it loves to be spanked.

hub for the worldwide community. It alone 
boasts roughly 2,500 people who have

These days Heinze, who 
went to high school in Pueb- 
lo, mostly spends his time in 
Denver, working as a coun- 
selor and advocate for gay 
men.

"I wasn't really ° 
expecting it to be as huge, but it was. Each 
one — there's been a total of five — each 
one has been attended [by] between 500 to 
600 people." 

Ascension attracted kinksters from 
across the state to downtown's Under-

tively suspended by ropes over a throbbing 
dance floor, with other "over-the-top" dem- 
onstrations unfolding in the background. 

"We've also done hook suspensions, 
where it's hooked through the skin and 
people are lifted off the 
ground," Heinze says. "It 
can be somewhat shocking to 
people. But the idea is to tan- 
talize and to turn people on." 

The event ran for the last 
time under that name in Sep- 
tember but was reborn May 
12 as the Rapture Fetish Ball. 
Anthony Graham continues to 
refer to it as the "Lollapalooza 
for fetish," where "a lot of 
folks could gather together 
° and see these things happen- 
ing in an environment that was very safe." 

He knows because his Broken Glass 
Photography is the event's official docu- 
mentarian, capturing (almost) every grin, 
grimace and bead of sweat. Among other 
projects, Graham also shoots performanc- 



ground club, and featured people decora- es by the local Peaks and Pasties burlesque 



troupe, which commonly features dancers 
who have a stockinged presence in the 
fetish community as well. 

"You have a lot of folks who are kind 
of on the peripheral edges of society, who 
would be attracted to [kink] just because 
of how accepting, overall, the community 
tends to be," he says. "Even if they don't 
participate in all the 'Reindeer Games,' 
as it was — they just want to be there 
because people are not gonna judge 'em 
for anything." 

Especially around here. Says the 43-year- 
old photographer: "I think especially in 
Colorado Springs, being as conservative a 
town as it is [perceived], it is more across 
the board than I think a lot of people really, 
on its face, really, fully realize." 

POWER TO THE PASSIVE 

So, in the words of Faith No More: 
"What is 'it'?" 

Of course, BDSM itself has its own mean- 
ing, a series of overlapping definitions of 
the acronym: bondage and discipline, domi- 
nance and submission, sadomasochism. 
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Heinze: 1 don't really see Colorado Springs as being ultra conservative.' 




Outside of that, people are too freaky 
to list every little thing that turns them 
on. But take a contract between local 
dominatrix Mistress Carla (yourmis- 
tressc.com) and her potential submis- 
sive partner. Documents like these are 
common when the relationship has an 
expectation of longevity, as opposed to 
the oral agreements two people would 
come to before simply starting a scene, 
as it's called. It seems that putting your 
fate in the hands of another — for a 
minute or a month — requires full 
disclosure. 

"The satisfaction of Her wants, 
desires, and whims are consistent with 
my desire as a submissive to be found 
pleasing to Her," the contract reads. 
"To that end, I offer Her use of my 
time, talents, and abilities." 

The exchange of power is a thrill 
underlying a lot of what goes on in the 
fetish scene; the differing capitalization 
of pronouns only serves to further the 
point. But it's not the only point, and the 
exchange certainly goes both ways. 

"The submissive gives up the respon- 
sibility for making those decisions and 
doing things," says Carla, over tea and 
a tuna-steak sandwich at Nosh. She's a 
tall woman with thin, reddish-brown 
hair, and a soft and gentle nature bely- 
ing her sexual role. "But, on the other 
hand, the submissive is the one who is 
primarily in control, because they set 
the limits going in as to what kind of 
play can take place." 

There's all kinds of "play." FetLife. 
com recognizes hundreds of fetishes, 
with a Top 100 list that includes hair- 
pulling, handcuffs and oral sex as 
some of the most common. Consider 
that the list also includes the previous- 
ly mentioned power exchanges, sen- 
sory deprivation and electro-torture, 
and you begin to see the range. 

"Where most people begin, which 
is probably not really the best place 
to begin, is with bondage; rope bond- 
age, or they use a silk scarf to tie 
somebody's hands to the headboard 
of the bed, or things like that," Carla 



says. "Bondage is not a good place to 
start, because there are dangers if you 
don't know what you're doing. Almost 
everything in BDSM has some danger 
if you don't know what you're doing." 

To that end, there are two accepted 
philosophies enthusiasts tend to fol- 
low: Safe, Sane and Consensual, which 
is what it sounds like; and a fairly new 
model with a little more edge to it. 

"It's called RACK, which stands 
for Risk-Aware Consensual Kink," 
says Carla. "And in the RACK model, 
you recognize that anything you do 
has some risk. And the 
idea is that the parties 
going in have explored 
and understand well 
enough that they know 
what the risks are — 
whether they're minor 
or significant — and 
are willing to assume 
those risks. And con- 
sent is still a key ele- 
ment in that model as O 

well." 

Either way, the safety effort is delib- 
erate. Here's anthropologist Margot 
Weiss talking to salon. corn's Tracy 
Clark-Flory in January: 

"People outside of the scene tend to 
think that S/M is totally wild, there are 
no rules, people are just doing whatev- 
er they feel like doing," says the author 
of Techniques of Pleasure: BDSM and 
the Circuits of Sexuality, "but if you 
show them a 10-page negotiation form 
or a checklist or the 20-minute safety 
lecture that goes into almost any kind 
of play, people are amazed." 

All of this rigidity and communica- 
tion may or may not be relevant to the 
experimenting couple at home, but it's 
huge for those serious enough about 
BDSM to venture out in public. 

"It's maybe 60 or 70 percent women," 
Carla says of that group. "There's 
also definitely more submissives than 
dominants. I think that applies to both 
sexes as well — I think there's more 
submissive men than dominant men."

And as far as a local trend, the dom- 
inatrix says in a follow-up e-mail that 
she's seeing the same thing as every- 
body else: "I am sometimes surprised 
Myself how many people in Colorado 
Springs are kinky," she writes. "As a 
percentage of the population, this is 
the kinkiest town I know." 

Support-wise, groups designed to 
help people get more involved abound: 
the League of Extraordinary Ladies, 
Colorado Springs BDSM, et cetera. But 
the most prominent is Celebration of 
Power, "a pansexual, non-profit, social 
and educational organization" that 
began in 2001. The group frequently 
holds get-to-know-you "munches" on 
the first Friday of the month (see "This 
might sting a little," p. 28) and is active 
in events like PrideFest. 

"It's a lot less intimidating and 
weird if people see what actually goes 
on," says Carla, who, while not a COP 
board member, is as involved in the 
scene as any, and more than most. "I 
mean, don't get me wrong: There's 
often pain involved, but everything we 
do is totally consensual. Everybody 
is enjoying it and having a good time 
— that's all what it's about, is having 
a good time, and being happy, and 
[experiencing] personal growth." 

SOFT LANDING 

Liz Green knows exactly what that 
means. The 59-year-old came to Colo- 
rado from Kentucky, where, locked in 
an unhappy marriage, she'd play the 
Facebook game Farm Town late into 
the night. In 2009, she met a 20-some- 
thing gaming partner. They started 
messaging back and forth, friendly 
interest became some- 
thing more, and he 
eventually changed 
everything for Green 
when he asked if she'd 
heard of BDSM. 

"So the next night, 
we find each other 
online again," Green 
says during an inter- 
view at the Indepen- 

O dent. "And he said, 

'Well, what do you 
think?' And I said, 'I'm curious.' 

"And he said, 'Well, then if you 
want to do this, I will be your master, 
you will be my slave, and I will collar 
you." 

Green — a smiling woman with 
dark blond hair, who describes herself 
as "not a big pain slut, [but] a little bit 
of one" — says her submissive tenden- 
cies fit perfectly with this role, which 
itself fit perfectly with her desire to 
escape. 

"Session would be when he was 
master and I was slave; my only con- 
cern during session was making mas- 
ter happy," she says with a grin. "I 
didn't have to think about the bills, the 
dishes, the laundry, cleaning the litter 
boxes, nothing. Master was all I had to 
think about — it was wonderful." 

However, eventually both her daily 
and digital relationships ended, lead- 
ing her to Colorado following a stop- 
over in Texas. She ended up in the 
Springs, where she went right to work 



finding out how to get more of what 
she got. 

"I was born to please and to serve 
— to be needed. I need to be needed. 
Whether it's to fold laundry, I need 
to serve," Green says determinedly. 
"And I contacted the Celebration of 
Power, and I had a couple of e-mails 
and [they] said, T would highly sug- 
gest that you get on FetLife.com.' And 
I have not looked back." 

Today she says 99 percent of her 
friends are from the kink community, 
and it's not just because of like-minded 
interests. Though a world of whips and 
chains carries its own impressions of 
menace, she found just the opposite. 

"They're very accepting," Green 
says. "Society told me my entire life 
that I was ugly and unlovable because 
I'm heavy." 

The community trumpets the values 
of trust, respect and honesty. And that 
extends across the board. 

"One of the basic rules at munches 
is, you don't touch what does not 
belong to you without permission," 
says Mistress Carla. "And someone 
who did that would be properly 'chas- 
tised'; the community self-regulates, 
and takes care of people that do things 
that they shouldn't." 

For example, Carla — who often ends 
her e-mails with "kisses" — talks of 
the time a lone submissive attendee to a 
munch was being touched and harassed 
by an aggressive dominant. "And there 
were about 10 real serious sadists there 
that taught him the error of his ways," 
she says with a grin. "It was not con- 
sensual, and that's not acceptable. They 
explained what the problem was, and 
helped him find the door — he might 
have accidently bumped the door frame 
on his way out." 

So it's in this community that Green 
says she feels like she's "59 going on 
43." 

"The test I took on Facebook said 
I'm 21," she says. "So now I have this 
whole new life." 



AIN'T BROKE 



Of course, one person's pursuit of 
happiness is another's mental disorder. 

In one interaction, I spent a bizarre 
hour with local counselors Robert 
and Kathryn Wenzel, who are fans 
of Colorado Springs' Heart to Heart 
Counseling Center. The latter's a place 
where, at one time, therapists advocated 
that patients wear rubber-bands on the 
wrist, and snap themselves when feel- 
ing aroused. (As an aside, its executive 
director, Douglas Weiss, has appeared 
on the Oprah Winfrey Show, Good 
Morning America and 20/20, and once 
told Glamour magazine, "When a guy's 
looking for diverse forms of stimula- 
tion, you can't compete.") 

The Wenzels took me and three of 
their interns upstairs in their North 
Academy Boulevard office into an 
open space, where out came a full- 
sized white board. Soon, despite the 
request to chat about our local kink 
scene, a lecture on the looming men- 
ace of sex addiction began, complete 
with diagrams displaying the poten- 
tial consequences — an interest in 
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pedophilia or necro- 
philia — that await 
the individual who 
either masturbates, 
or seeks sexual grat- 
ification outside of a 
committed, spiritual 
relationship. 

You can see why 
Heinze says coming 
out as kinky is the 
new coming out as 
homosexual. 

"There's a lot of 
judgment, because I 
think a lot of people 
feel that fetish is dark, 
and spooky, and vio- 
lent, and seedy," he 
says. "For someone 
like me — as, like, 
a gay man — it's not 
that big of a deal. But 
if you are a suburban 
housewife and you 
have three kids, and 
you like to be tied up 
and flogged, that gets 
to some of the concerns about get- 
ting your kids taken away. Are you 
a bad parent?" 

Absolutely not, says local thera- 
pist Kamara Gallagher. 

"[A colleague] looked at a pro- 
pensity of mental illness corre- 
lated with people that are in the 
BDSM and fetish community, and 
there's absolutely none," she says, 
adding: "I know lots of people in 
the BDSM community, over the 
years, and there's not a higher rate 
of dysfunction. If anything, there's 
a little higher rate of knowing who 
they are and what they want." 

That colleague was Denver sex 
therapist Dr. Neil Cannon, whose 
2006 study looked at 142 self- 
described BDSM practitioners. 
"As a group, they had no psycho- 
pathology," he says in a conversa- 
tion with the Indy. "And they had 
IQs that were significantly higher 
than the general population. 

"People, they get this notion 
of whips and chains and violence 
and rage, and it's actually none of 
that," Cannon says. "And I have 
a lot of clients that participate 
in BDSM, which isn't surprising 
when you consider that 1 1 percent 
of women, and 14 percent of men, 
report having participated in S/M 
activities." 

Cannon says he gets lots of 
Springs residents driving to Den- 
ver seeking counseling with a 
little more grounding, a little less 
religious interference, and a lot 
less telling you why you're turned 
on. After all, he says with empha- 
sis, "We don't know. 

"And so, people will make — 
even clinicians, psychologists — 
will jump to these wild conclu- 
sions, that somebody likes some- 
thing because of something that 
happens," he says. "But there's 
so many variables as people are 
growing up that we truly rarely 
know why somebody has a fetish,

or why somebody is into BDSM." 

Take flogging. Though the first 
inclination is to consider it a sex 
act based on a desire to suffer, 
some people describe it more like 
therapy. 

"It's a release," agrees Graham, 
the photographer. "It's a way to get 
something that you didn't know 
was in you, out of you." 

Green remembers a time she 
was flogged by somebody she met 
on alt.com. "He brought his flog- 
ger over, and he had very good 
rhythm. And you almost get into a 
trance. And I was waiting to have 
him do this harder, because I still 
have some demons inside me I'd 
like to get out. And all I could see 
was that with the harder flogging, 
with this rhythm, how I could 
possibly get rid of a lot of these 
demons. 

"I truly believe that in each of 
us there is some kind of kink; 
the majority of people are afraid 
to accept it and let it out," Green 
says. "But you're a consenting 
adult with another consenting 
adult. And it's respect, agreement, 
choice. I find it amazing."

my introduction to 
the bdsm community 
in Colorado Springs

This was my second munch, but 
I still couldn't shake the BDSM 
stereotypes and journalistic fears. 

Was it going to be an intimidat- 
ing leather-and-chains crowd? 
Would they want to talk — to 
share their knowledge and turn- 
ons as if we were discussing 
books? Or would questions shut 
people down? 

My first munch — a sort of oddly 
named informational social hour 
— had taken place atthe Under- 
ground, fit with creative lighting 
and '80s-tastic club music, which 
nicely veiled discomfort. I'd met a 
transgender woman named Rachel, 
who commented on the dainty pad- 
lock necklace I wore, saying it was 
quite symbolic in this company. 
Quiet and philosophical, she talked 
about her polyamorous life, and 
about doms and subs. 

She made two things very clear 
that night: One, communication and 
respect are the keys to being in the 
community. And two, hurt should 
never harm. In that spirit, Mistress 
Carla, who has a relationship with 
Rachel as her dominant, invited me 
to a munch the following Friday, for 
women who kick men in the crotch. 

Delivered with a smile and a 
chuckle, it was an honest proposal. 

Our kinks 

Of course, none of this was 
of any help when I walked into 



Overtime Sports Bar and Grill — 
another bar BDSMers have found 
welcoming — on the northeast 
side of town a few weeks later. 
Unlike the Underground, this was 
one giant rec room, with no plac- 
es to hide. I camped out atthe bar 
with a Jack and Coke, sucking 
down some liquid courage and 
wondering if I just should've gone 
to the crotch-kicking event. 

The munch crowd was the larg- 
est in the place, at about 10 people. 
Like the last time, 



they were virtu- 
ally leather-free, 
just a bunch of 
mid-20sto mid- 
dle-aged folks in 
jeans and sweat- 
ers. They looked 
buoyant and con 
tent and — while 

sipping sodas (no o 

one was drinking 

alcohol) at a long rectangulartable 
— sort of like friends in a high 
school cafeteria. 

Gathering myself, I marched 
over and asked if I could join. 
Amid smiles and handshakes I 
met MFireOpal, a "lifestyle domi- 
nant" and poly in her early 40s, 
who seemed centered and con- 
fident, but motherly. (She asked 
we use her FetLife screen name 
for privacy.) When she plays 
with needles, they're sterile and

applied with care. I also met Jef- 
fery Buchan, "Cubbie," who told 
me right off that he engages in 
adult baby play — diapers (which 
he wears anyway for medical 
reasons), spankings and pacifiers 
included. 

Admittedly, it was a little jar- 
ring, especially when MFireOpal 
mentioned having spanked some- 
one for over an hour straight. 
But my involuntary cringing was 
acceptable — people seemed

pain they could 
stand, and 
inflict. 

And they 
were used to 
initiating the 
uninitiated. 
Munch new- 
comers are 
° fairly regular, 
though some 
people are too nervous to attend 
one cold: MFireOpal had planned 
a meeting with someone in pri- 
vate the next day to ease the 
transition. 

"All of it," she said, "serves 
people to not feel bad about 
themselves." 

Tangled web 

I was soon reassured that 
not everything involves forceful 
contact. For instance, people play 



with "endorphin rushes," light 
touches of just-created bruises 
that can launch a sort of sensory 
overload, from giggles to tears. 

MFireOpal turned to me and 
asked — there's always an ask 
— if she could touch my arm to 
demonstrate. She softly brushed 
my bare upper arm with her fin- 
gertip and said even something 
like that could kindle a powerful 
sensation. (On my unbruised skin, 
it was just gentle.) 

As the night went on and we 
talked about triggers, turn-ons and 
turn-offs — from phobias to toys 
to exotic "mummification" play — 
I heard a popular motto: "Your kink 
is not my kink, but that's OK." 

After all, untangling the sex 
web in our heads is no easy busi- 
ness. "It's a mixed-up, jumbled- 
up thing," says Buchan. And if 
you go deep into that work, hav- 
ing a support system is essential. 

Buchan found the Springs 
scene to be a lot more accept- 
ing and welcoming than what he 
came from in Cleveland. While it 
was a "rainbow community," he 
said, the adult-baby scene was 
"cliquey," and he didn't know 
where he fit in. 

Here, though, a sense of 
belonging was deeply palpable. 

"Everybody finds their place."

Kris Chavez has a thing for robots. Not the sleek, silvery 
creatures with dials and other accoutrements we've seen 
in classic science-fiction movies. These robots are hulking 
oblongs with lopsided grins and spindly arms and legs. They 
play pranks, wear bow ties, fall in love with phone booths, and 
knit with power lines. 
They're about as menacing as Grandpa Munster. 
Chavez, an artist and jeweler, started his robot oeuvre with 
enameled pendants. After shaping copper into shallow, open- 
backed rectangles, he'd create faces by heating ground glass of 
various colors and "pushing around" the melted results.

Chavez has shown 
his work in group shows at Swirl Wine Bar, but this is his first 
solo show atthe popular Manitou Springs lounge. He'd like to 
show his jewelry and paintings at more venues, but has a prob- 
lem other artists would envy: His work tends to end up in art lov- 
ers' homes every time he shows it. 

Which isn't something the 32-year-old expected. Though he 
studied art while living in California, he didn't take it seriously 
throughout his 20s. 

"I thought, 'Well, I like art, but I have a 9-to-5 job, and art can 
be a nice thing to do on the side.' And I had that attitude up to 
about two years ago, when I quit my full-time job." 

He still works one day a week at a local arts-and-crafts supply 
store, but spends most of his time in the studio he shares with his 
wife, Liese Chavez. The winner of both the Indy's and Gazette's

After a day of creativity, the couple — who, disclosure, are 
good friends with the assigning editor of this story — hang 
their works-in-progress and ask for each other's 
opinion. 

"One of us will say, 'Do you think I should change 
the color of this?' Or, 'What do you think of the position 
ing of that?' And we might change stuff," he says. 

"We'll do it while we're working, too," Liese adds. "I rely 
heavily on Kris about composition." 

Atfirst glance, their artwork is vastly dissimilar - 
her paintings are soft and curvy, his are hard-edged 
and vivid. But both applaud their spouse's ability to tell stories 
with color, lines and shapes. And their philosophy is the same:

Of course, Manitou being Manitou, its 
residents may not raise 
an eyebrow while view- 
ing the benign invaders 
at Swirl. Still, Kris hopes 
to include a "Robot Sur- 
vival Kit," with a paper 
robot mask and a white 
flag that will double as a 
blindfold. Somebody's got 
to be ready in case the 
robots defeat us wretched 
humans.

Gloni dishes Italian with fast-casual familiarity

It's like Chipotle ... except, kinda 
Italian. As in, there's pasta in 
your burrito. 

That's not going to be for every- 
body, though some national chains 
that specialize in the piada — often 
called an Italian quesadilla or torti- 
lla — have proven that, say, linguine 
does have some appeal outside the 
pasta bowl.

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The good news at Gloni Italian 
Street Food is that you can opt to 
build your piada or mini piadas 
(three smaller flour tortilla wraps) 
sans pasta. Or, as at the ubiquitous 
Mexican grill, you can also design a 
salad bowl instead of a foil brick. 

And for those needin' more 
noodle, a pasta bowl, to which vari- 
ous sauces, proteins and toppings 
may be added, joins the menu offer- 
ings at Gloni. (Pricing is based upon 
protein choice, ranging from $6.65 
to $7.95.) 

The Chipotle comparison grows 
even stronger when you consider the 
counter-ordering style, in which one 
walks the line to construct a creation 
with a friendly helper. 

Considering that 
the previous incar- 
nation of this space 
— TK's Mongolian 
Grill, whose owner 
took on partners and 
rebranded to this new 
concept in early May — was also an 
affordable build-your-own, not that 
much has changed except for the 
Asian-to-Italian swap on the sea-

sonings. Cubed steak and chicken 
chunks are, after all, blank culinary 
palettes. Not to mention that register 
receipts still say TK's and a mess 
of furniture in one corner of the 
sparsely furnished eatery speaks to 
only a minor interior facelift. 

(But, please, clean that pile up: 
An untidy clutter heap in the dining 
room makes one fret over the clean- 
liness of the kitchen.) 

When we reviewed TK's in sum- 
mer 2010, we met logistical flaws 
and chewy proteins; an unmemo- 
rable, middle-of-the-road-ness 
prevailed. Two years later, I can 
say the sauteing and frying have 
become more competent, as evi- 
denced by soft shrimp, tender beef, 
moist chicken, slightly toothy veg- 
etables and properly under-chewy 
calamari with a crisp shell. 

The egg drop soup was good 
back then, and now a tomato basil 
bisque ($4.25) is serviceable, while 
a house-made lobster bisque ($4.75) 
is actually damn good: rich and 
creamy with decent meat hunks and 
actual lobster-stock depth. 

Touches of ho-hum-ness do 
remain. For instance, the words 
"hot" and "spicy" get misapplied 
to the Hot Pomodoro and Diavolo 
tomato sauces, which are otherwise 
agreeably chunky and herb-fla- 
vored. And save for a very fennel-y 
Italian sausage, most of the meats 
taste nothing like what they sup- 
posedly were seared in: rosemary, 
garlic, lemon, etc. 

All the flavor and punch really 
enter the picture with the saucing 
and topping selection. 

For instance, if you place basil 
pesto in a pasta piada with chicken, 
adding toppings of sauteed zuc- 
chini and mushrooms, raw spinach 
leaves, black olives and bacon 
crumbles, as I did, you should be 
pretty happy. The pesto's bright, 
bacon is bacon, and it's a gut full of 
food for $6.85. 

Gloni, quite literally, is what you 
make of it, or can make of it, with 
the starring Italian sodas ($1.89 to 
$2.09) still not in stock two months 
after opening. The 
place is still average 
overall, but better 
than TK's and at 
least offering novel- 
ty with its hand-held 
pasta shtick — even 
if the finished product does remind 
you of Chipotle.

(gluten-free but for severe allergies), deviating with 
raspberry, coffee and peanut butter, respectively. 
Cream cheese ramps up the richness of the Razz and 
Java, and all are awesome in their own right. The good 
news: You can also buythem at The Little Markets Deli, 
Ranch Foods Direct, Dogtooth, Sacred Grounds Cafe 
and Barr Camp on the Barr Trail.

Get it while you can, because Hop in the Dark 
Cascadian Dark Ale ($5.49/22-ounce bomber) only 
runs from May to September, and was ranked the 
No. 2 beer in the world by Wine Enthusiast in 2010. 
The magazine described Deschutes' brew this way: 
"The nose is loaded with pine-resin hops along with 
notes of maple syrup, milk chocolate and spiced soft 
caramel squares." 

What's more, it's brewed with rich, dark malts and 
meaty oats, and is infused with enough tart Casca- 
dian hops to make me smile. Black as night and ready 
for a relaxing evening, this 6.5 percent ABV ale is 
full-bodied and calming — much like a full-on winter 
warmer stout, but with a fresh-hop bite. I recommend 
buying an extra bottle to stash and enjoy over the 
winter months, when you're looking for a meal in a 
glass. — Steve Hitchcock

It's Texas-launched with a 20-plus-year history and 
locations across five states. In Colorado Springs, it 
inhabited the former Joe's Crab Shack location a few 
years back. And forchainfood with no small pricetag, 
I must concede, Saltgrass is pretty damn good. 

Our perfectly medium-cooked, 12-ounce Pat's Rib- 
eye ($19.99) is delicious, with both a beautifully biting 
horseradish butter ($1.99 extra) and swank Oscar 
topping ($6.99) of rich, lemon-butter crabmeat with 
long, fried asparagus sticks. The meat is certified 
Angus, with no sustainable roots, but handled well 
and boasting full flavor. 

Doubling down onthe crustaceans, we also tortilla- 
chip through an avocado crab stack appetizer ($11 .99), 
which places the stringy meat with fatty avocado 
slices and pico de gallo chop that only lacks citrus to 
pop. Overall, there's no need to mess with Texas here.

Alas for me, the 
object lesson that those three earlier 
films taught their makers has been 
fully taken to shoddy, charmless 
heart in Continental Drift. Might as 
well call it Ice Age: The Paychecken- 
ing for all anyone even bothers to 
pretend they're not just indifferently 
farting out a bit of effluvium that will 
dissipate immediately. 

The sitcom philosophizing of 
Manny the mammoth (the offen- 
sively inoffensive Ray Romano) finds 
entirely predictable inspiration in 
the fact that his daughter, Peaches 
(the voice of Keke Palmer), is now a 
"teenager." Oh no, she's hanging out 
with the bad kids! Oh no, boys! She's 
not allowed to date until she's 35! 

It's a blast from the past — not the 
Pleistocene: the 1950s. 

Meanwhile Manny's wife, Ellie 
(the voice of Queen Latifah, 



ously" crude Granny (the voice of 
Wanda Sykes) — Continental Drift 
is shamelessly stealing random cool 
stuff from far better movies that at 
least attempted to inject a modicum 
of originality into their desperate 
grasping for box-office billions. 

An incident of questionable geo- 
logical authenticity sends Manny, Sid 
and Diego the sabertooth tiger (the 
voice of Denis Leary, and man, do I 
hate to hear him so tamped down) off 
into the ocean on an ice floe ... where 
they encounter pirates. 

Yes, Continental Drift figures no 
one will really care all that much 
if it tries to appropriate some mojo 
from Pirates of Caribbean with 
its band of animal buccaneers, led 
by baboon Captain Gutt (the voice 
of Peter Dinklage; kill me now), 
who sail the seas with no apparent 
purpose except to confound Manny 
and Co. The bizarre references to 
Battleship and the Easter bunny are 
but things of no consequence next 
to the utterly disgraceful borrowing 
of the wonderfully clever and funny 
King lulien and his army of ador- 
ing lemurs from Madagascar for 
the Everybody Loves Manny-versus- 
Captain Jack subplot. 

It's a perfect storm of awful. Oh, 
and there's stuff stolen from A Per- 
fect Storm, too. 

The only stuff that works is, as

emotionally — Continental Drift 
inspires me to one thing: to sincerely 
hope that Ice Age 5 is subtitled Mass 
Extinction.

The group was born from 
the ashes of Danish death metal act 
Dominus after mad alchemist/singer/ 
guitarist Michael Poulsen figured out 
how to give Motorhead the Cramps.

Since then, the band has become 
a global force, devising a better mix 
of melody and thunder than emocore 
ever managed. Volbeat's music blends 
his parents' love of Elvis, Jerry Lee 
Lewis and Chuck Berry with his own 
teenage passion for Metallica, Iron 
Maiden and Black Sabbath. 

"Sometimes we'll have a more 
metal-based riff, sometimes it's a more 
punkish kind of riff," says drummer 
Jon Larsen, who's been with the group 
since its 2001 beginnings. "For us it's 
just natural to do what we do. Whether 
it's rockabilly or metal sounding, we 
know what we're capable of." 

With the band touring constantly, 
Poulsen has proven himself adept at 
writing new material whether on the 
road or off. As a result, the group 
has managed to release four albums 
in the last seven years, with plans to 
start recording its fifth in early 2013. 

Volbeat's 2007 sophomore album, 
Rock the Rebel/ Metal the Devil 
debuted at No. 1 in Denmark, and 
Europe wasn't far behind. But their 
American breakthrough wouldn't 
come until 2008's Guitar Gangsters 
& Cadillac Blood, 
which accompa- 
nied their first U.S. 
tours, one of which 
was spent support- 
ing Metallica.

of all time," says Larsen of the tour. 
"It definitely helped a lot, but we did 
a tour before that with the Finnish 
[symphonic metal] band Nightwish 
and a lot of people came out to those 
shows just to see us. So the word was 
out already." 

Since then they've stepped up their 
game, as seen in 2010's Beyond Hell 

/ Above Heaven. 

It's their most 
accomplished 
release to date, 
full of songs that 
reach back to 
the Misfits but 
dispense with 
the makeup and 
creatures of the 
night in favor of 
more muscular 
malevolence. On 
standout tracks 
like "A Warrior's 
Call," Poulsen 
channels Elvis 
Presley's sneer 
while guitars 
burn rubber like 
Nashville Pussy's best tracks. 

The album racked up gold and 
platinum sales across Europe and 
broke into the U.S. charts for the 
first time. But trouble was brew- 
ing beneath the surface. Finally in 
November, after over four years 
with Volbeat, lead guitarist Thomas 
Bredahl left the band. 

While a temporary guitarist has 
been enlisted for the current tour, the 
band is still seeking the right full-time 
replacement. Traditionally, that hasn't 
been an easy task. 

"When it was time to change gui- 
tar players [in 2007], Michael called 
me up and said I've been thinking 
about [Bredahl]. And I was like, 
'You're out of your mind, he's a punk 
guitar player, it will never work.' 
But we brought him in for the audi- 
tion and he nailed it," says Larsen. 
"Sometimes change needs to happen. 
Sometimes marriages don't work." 

For Larsen, it's still about the 
sheer joy of performance, a fascina- 
tion that dates back to him watching 
footage of the Beatles as a child. 
"The little guy behind the drums 
looked so happy, I figured 
I want to do that. Hope- 
fully we get more people 
to like it but if not, as 
long as we have fun, that 
would be good enough 
for us."

Revenge is Marina & the Diamonds' best friend

Tt isn't exactly a Jekyll-and-Hyde 
JL transformation.

Marina & the Diamonds — was clear- 
ly a mad-scientist experiment of sorts. 
Heartbroken by a dead-end relation- 
ship that gradually whittled away at 
her identity, the gorgeous Greek/Welsh 
diva decided to create an alter ego. 

She cut and dyed her long auburn 
tresses into a bleach-blond bob, adopt- 
ed a campier thrift-store/prom-dress-y 
wardrobe, and began analyzing her 
breakup through the catty eyes of said 
character, which she christened Elec- 



tra Heart. Robert Louis Stevenson 
would have been justifiably proud of 
his latest test-tube baby. 

Diamandis also changed her sound 
accordingly. In aggressively bouncy 
dance-pop anthems like "Prima- 
donna," "Power & Control," "Lies," 
"Homewrecker" and "Bubblegum 
Bitch" (which she says she actually 
penned while wearing a skin-tight, 
bubblegum-pink PVC dress to get the 
right vixen-ish vibe) she employed an 
array of top-shelf producers, like Dr. 
Luke, Liam Howe, Greg Kurstin and 
others to recreate the sonic perfection 
of one of her idols, Britney Spears. 

"I love bubblegum pop, and Brit- 
ney's first album is the mecca for 
that," enthuses the coliseum-voiced 
singer, whose 2010 debut The Fam- 
ily Jewels had bounced eclectically 
through rock, folk and bubbly synth- 
pop. "I even love all of her classic 
B-sides on her Japanese albums." 

So was the artist's ex truly as dia- 
bolical as the new songs suggest? Dia- 
mandis thinks about it for a minute. 

"Well, sometimes, I'm like, 'Oh, 
maybe I'm a bit harsh on him — he's 
not that bad of a guy,'" she sighs. 
"But then I'm like, 'Who would write 
a whole album about someone and 
make up a fictional character just to 
be able to talk about what happened?' 
So he obviously was a fucking idiot. 
So I guess I just fell in love with the

"Things start to slip 
and you start to accept things that 
you would never do in the past," Dia- 
mandis recalls. "All dependent on this 
person's power over you.

Over.' I didn't even call him — I sent 
him a text saying 'It's over.'" 

A longtime Marilyn Monroe fan, 
Diamandis sought both anonymity 
and power in becoming a blonde. She 
barely recognized herself in the mirror 
— her friends and family were likewise 
thrown for a loop. 

"It was some kind of freedom symbol 
for me, and when you want to discon- 
nect with who you are and a certain 
chapter in your life, it's perfect," she 
says of her new look. "Plus, it offers you 
a second layer of looking quite sweet 
and innocent, when really your message 
is something quite to the contrary. So 
singing 'Homewrecker' and 'Bubble- 
gum Bitch' as a blonde is a lot more sat- 
isfying for me than if I was a brunette."

Curses, foiled again 

Police said Steven Mercado, 32, 
walked into a bank in Vineland, N.J., 
indicated he had a weapon and demand- 
ed money.

Investigators accused Krystle Marie 
Reyes, 25, of using Turbo Tax to file 
a false state tax return claiming a $2. 1 
million refund. Oregon's Department of 
Revenue approved the refund and issued 
the Salem woman a debit card for that 
amount. She promptly used the card to 
go on a spending spree totaling more 
than $150,000. Officials learned of the 
fraudulent tax return when Reyes noti- 
fied Turbo Tax that a second debit card 
was lost or stolen. Turbo Tax notified 
state authorities, who discovered the 
fraud and arrested Reyes. 

Meanwhile, the department's Derrick 
Gasperini said the size of Reyes's claim 
caused the tax return to be flagged. 
Multiple people examined the electronic 
document but approved it. "We do not 
have that many $2.1 million refund 
claims," he said. "It absolutely should 
have been caught and was not." (Sa- 
lem's KATU-TV and Associated Press) 

Phantom housekeeper 

Sherry Bush reported she and her 
husband were away and their daughter 
was sleeping upstairs, when someone 
broke into their home in Westlake, Ohio, 
took out the trash, vacuumed the carpet 
and cleaned up the playroom, then left a 
note saying, "$75 I was here to clean," 
followed by her name and number. 
Bush called and asked Sue Warren, who 
answered, "What happened, did you get 
the wrong house?

Saying 
guards should not be "booked for hu- 
man rights violations when they have 
taken action against poachers," Forest 
Minister Patangrao Kadam added the 
state will send more rangers and jeeps 
into the forest and offer secret payments 
to informers who report poachers and 
animal smugglers.

Lost generation 

Video games and online pornography 
are rewiring young men's brains so that 
they demand constant stimulation, ac- 
cording to psychologists Philip Zim- 
bardo and Nikita Duncan. The authors 
of the book The Demise of Guys: Why 
Boys Are Struggling and What We Can 
Do About It said their research indicates 
video games and porn are "arousal 
addictions," whose attraction is novelty 
rather than more of the same, as with 
drug, alcohol and food addictions. This 
craving for the next thing, the research- 
ers concluded, is creating a generation 
of risk-averse men who are unable and 
unwilling to navigate the complexities 
and risks inherent in real-life relation- 
ships, school and employment in their 
pursuit of "a tech-based buzz." (CNN) 

Double dipper 

Authorities charged Timothy McDaid, 
a town official in Maynard, Mass., 
with writing checks to himself from 
the town's retirement fund totaling 
$521,573. The thefts occurred while 
McDaid was being prosecuted for steal- 
ing $170,000 from an autism charity 
he worked for. According to prosecu- 
tor Doug Nagengast, working for the 
second case, McDaid wrote a check 
to himself from the retirement fund to 
cover a $75,000 restitution payment for 
the first case. (Boston's WXFT-TV) 

Irony of the week 

At the funeral for a 19-year-old 
murder victim in Stone Mountain, Ga., 
attended by 500 mourners, pastor Dr. 
Kenneth Samuel had just finished deliv- 
ering a eulogy advocating non-violence 
when two men in the crowd started 
shooting at each other. Both died. "The 
first thing I thought to myself was, 'My 
God, was anybody listening to what I 
was trying to say?'" Samuel said. "I 
think many people were. Unfortunately, 
not enough." (MSNBC and the Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution)

May under microscope 

A bluesy little number by local musician 
Joe Uveges does more than lament the 
lost; it laments what he sees as a loss of 
leadership, targeting recent failed pros- 
ecutions by the district attorney's office of 
local medical-marijuana patients. 

"Well, Dan May, we gotta educate / He's 
on the wrong side of the law, today / Oh, Dan 
May, we gonna educate /He's on the wrong 
side of the law, today," Uveges sings on 
the steps of the El Paso County Combined 
Courts in one video (vimeo.com/44992317). 
"You never know what goes down, you 
never know what I will say / But Dan May, 
you're on the wrong side of the law, today." 

The recording is just one of several about 
the DA that have been making the rounds in 
recent days. Frustration with May's office 
from those in the MMJ community has been 
a near-constant in the past few years, but 
it seems to have reached its highest point 
in the wake of a series of acquittals by 
sympathetic juries (the most high-profile 
of which was the case of leukemia sufferer 
Bob Crouse). Protesters are now planning to 
target May himself at a 10 a.m. rally July 30 
outside the DA's office at 105 E. Vermijo Ave. 

"Dan May is wasting city and county 
resources prosecuting patients and busi- 
ness owners that ARE following the law 
(not to mention ruining lives!)," reads the 
event page on Facebook. 

Even the district attorney's otherwise 
blank page has seen action. 

"Got one word for you Danny Boy.... 
KARMA," writes Elisa Kappelmann, a for- 
mer co-ownerof Southern Colorado Medi- 
cal Marijuana who was acquitted a few 
weeks ago in the only trial to result from 
the so-called Beacon Street raids. 

"How do you sleep at night trying to 
jail people who are severely ill?" asks 
another post, written by Jillian Johnson. 
"Have you no remorse for what you do to 
innocent people?" 

No smoke in the forest 

A recent experience by a friend brought 
to light something all camping Coloradans 
should know: Marijuana — medical and 
state-allowed, or otherwise — is illegal 
on all federal lands (an example would be 
national forest campgrounds). 

"The state of Colorado is rich with fed- 
eral land," says Jeff Dorschner, spokes- 
man with the U.S. Attorney's office. "We 
have a substantial amount of Forest Ser- 
vice property; we have Bureau of Land 
Management property; national parks. In 
Colorado we have a lot of federal land. 
... We enforce the law on federal land — 
that includes drug law. So, you can't have 
cocaine, or heroin, or marijuana, or any 
other illegal substance. This also applies 
to civilians on military installations." 

Generally, penalties are six months in 
prison and a $5,000 fine, though Dorschner 
emphasizes that prosecution of individual 
MMJ patients is not a priority.

Rockies must reboot now 



For most of last weekend, heading into baseball's All-Star break, my schedule 
included watching the Colorado Rockies playing a road series against Washington, 
wrapped around the game's best rivalry with the New York Yankees visiting Boston. 

Part of the motivation was to produce a midseason assessment for the Rockies, 
while also checking out what separates them from contenders in both leagues. 
(Granted, Boston has had a rough time so far this season, but the Red Sox always 
wind up near the top in September.) 

As Front Range fans know, it's been an ugly first half. Colorado's at 33-52 
even after winning two of three at Washington. When you have the majors' worst 
pitching statistics and rank last for runs scored on the road, you're in trouble. 
Yes, the Rockies have a lot of young pitchers and position players. But the front 

office didn't project 2012 as a rebuilding

year. Instead, the franchise's 20th season 
was proclaimed Year of the Fan, with a 
team capable of the playoffs if enough 
pieces fell into place. 

The pitching has been a disaster, ruin- 
ing an entertaining offense (at least at 
Coors Field). Injuries have hurt, and it's 
painfully apparent that the staff mis- 
calculated in bringing back the pitchers 
from their various maladies. 

Jorge De La Rosa (elbow) was 
expected to return in May or June, then 
July, and now perhaps not at all. Juan 
Nicasio, out since June 2 with a knee 
problem, is looking at minor surgery that 
could ruin his chances to be baseball's 
Comeback Player of the Year. Jhoulys 
Chacin, who hasn't pitched since May 1 
with what has been strangely described 
as a chest nerve injury, might have a 
second chance in August, but it's hard 
to see him salvaging anything from this season. Jeremy Guthrie, the Opening 
Day starter, has fizzled so badly that he's likely to be traded — especially after a 
decent outing Sunday at Washington (but he's still 3-8 with a rotten 6.05 ERA). 

What should the Rockies do now? Start over. Erase that 'Year of the Fan" logo 
from behind home plate, for symbolic reasons but also for reality's sake. Then get 
to work building for the future. The word is that they might trade Guthrie, catcher 
Ramon Hernandez, backup first baseman Jason Giambi and infielder Marco 
Scutaro. But "might" isn't strong enough. The front office "must" take action now. 

Colorado's only untouchables in the trade market should be outfielders Carlos 
Gonzalez and Michael Cuddyer, plus shortstop Troy Tulowitzki. (We're assum- 
ing first baseman Todd Helton wants to stay and has earned that right.) Everyone 
else, and I'd include outfielder Dexter Fowler as well as closer Rafael Betan- 
court, should be fair game. 

Meanwhile, any prospects in the minors — including some with Colorado 
Springs — should have honest auditions over the remaining months, accelerat- 
ing their chances going into next spring. That group might include third baseman 
Nolan Arenado, outfielder Charlie Blackmon, catcher-first baseman-outfielder 
Matt McBride and second baseman D.J. LeMahieu. 

So what might be the starting rotation for 2013? Drew Pomeranz and Chris- 
tian Friedrich are looking more and more worthy. The group could include De 
La Rosa, Nicasio and Chacin — though the next pitching coach has to focus on 
how to motivate Chacin. Jeff Francis could be insurance. Alex White might 
work into the mix or wind up in the bullpen. But there isn't a No. 1 guy, and the 
only chance to fill that hole will be free agency. 

Many followers of the Rockies also are convinced general manager Dan 
O'Dowd has used up his second chances, and they're right. When you watch a 
team like Washington, nurtured from also-ran to contender in just a few smart 
seasons, you realize the time has come for a new outlook, a new approach. 
That usually happens in the offseason. This time, July makes more sense.

Help from a different place 



Nick stood on a hill north of our village on that staggering Tuesday 
afternoon and watched in disbelief as the black smoke curled into the 
air. This used to be his town. A column of soot and ash rose to the heavens 
behind Air Academy, his old high school. Another plume rose to the heav- 
ens in the hills above where he once lived. 
"It just didn't seem possible," he said. 

The fire has cooled now. In its wake are a thousand stories of people who 
tried to help. Some waded into the fire with tools to dig trenches where the 
fire would eventually die. Others put in endless hours at evacuation centers. 

Some, like Nick, who is 23, came back to their hometown to watch and, 
in doing that, were spurred to do more. So in Denver, where he now lives, 
he reached out on social media sites. What can I do? What can we do? 

He got quick responses from former colleagues at the Comedy Works 
nightclub in Greenwood Village on the south end of Denver. He worked 
there for a year or so, a bartender earning some extra cash while studying 
at Metro State University. Comedy Works sent an e-mail newsletter to its 
customers, asking for food and water and supplies for the firefighters. For 
those who were evacuated. And for those who lost everything. 

People who enjoy a good laugh got serious. 

They came in waves, dropping off money and 
food and socks and underwear and cases and 
cases of water and baby formula. People who 
laugh a lot can have big hearts. 

Nick offered to fill his aging SUV with the stuff 
and drive it to his former town. But before that, on 
that deadly Tuesday, all he could do was watch. He 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ left his Denver apartment and drove south. 

"I wasn't exactly sure what I could do," Nick said, 
"but I have a big SUV and I thought maybe someone could use a ride to get 
away from the fire." 

Roadblocks kept him from going as far as he wanted. So he pulled into 
the Promenade Shops at Briargate, high on a hill east of Interstate 25, to 
watch. A few others joined him. Customers began wandering out of the res- 
taurants. Together they stood and stared and gasped. A hundred or more. 

"The smoke got thicker and blacker," Nick said. "It looked just horrible. You 
could see the flames behind the scar, the gravel mine off Centennial, and above 
Peregrine. And the heavy smoke behind Mountain Shadows and the Garden of 
the Gods. It got very real. I know those places. I used to hang around there." 
When the sky darkened, he could see the orange balls dotting the hillsides. 
"I knew those were houses," he said. "And then you could see the flash- 
ing lights of fire trucks heading into the hills, into the fire. I thought 'Holy 
#@&*. Look at what they're doing!'" 

Nick wasn't always so concerned with humanity. His father spent so much 
time at Eagleview Middle School, conferring with the principal about Nick's 
behavior, at least one teacher thought the father worked at the school. 
But that was a decade ago. 

And so as the fire raged Nick got involved and gathered stuff that might 
help people where he once lived and, in a caravan loaded with supplies, he 
drove from Denver to the Care and Share Food Bank for Southern Colo- 
rado facility on the eastern side of Colorado Springs. He and many others 
unloaded it all and asked if there was more they could do. 

"It was a good feeling," he said. "A few friends and I kept saying, T hope 
this is enough. I hope it's enough.'" 

Nick wants to be a teacher. He has a year or more left before he'll earn a 
degree. Two years playing baseball at a Kansas junior college didn't exactly 
speed up his education process. And he left his bartending job a while back 
to volunteer at the Denver Boys and Girls Club, where he's now a regular. 

"I get to play dodgeball with kids," he said. "I get to see the smiles on 
their faces."
